OUTLOOK FOR THE PARK SEASON. 


It is a trifle early to make any definite prediction regarding the coming 
park season; still all other things being equal it is generally believed that the 
season will be a good one. There is evidence of this all about us. The owners 
of the parks themselves are spending an almost unprecedented amount of 
money in the construction of devices and the installation of new amusement 
features. 

While rides will occupy a prominent position as features in all big parks 
of the country again this season, it is evident on all sides that managers antici- 
pate a carnival spirit on the part of their patrons and are providing for it by 
installing such features as will best satisfy the demand. 

The amusement tastes of the general public move in cycles; that we are 
due for a rehabilitation of the carnival under a new form and in a new guise 
is logical to assume; furthermore, this tendency towards a revival of the carnl- 
val spirit has been manifesting itself for a season or two and is expected by 
those who are foremost in catering to the summer amusement tastes of the 
public, to reach its climax this season. 

The amusement park is the Riviera, the Rhine and the Thousand Islands 
of the common people. It gratifies their natural inclination for the great out- 
of-doors during that heated period when the finest home and the most humble 
become equally untenable of long evenings. 

The park manager's greatest problem is the provision of new and attractive 
amusements each season. He must not only be versatile, but he must in a sense 
be a prophet, foreseeing the public inclination and preference and then gratify- 
ing them. 

It has been the wise manager in the past who has, of course, reaped the 
greatest reward. It was the wise manager who first recognized the public taste 
for rides of various kinds; it was the wise manager who anticipated his less 
sagacious and perspicacious contemporary by installing vaudeville for the de- 
lectation of his patrons. This year the big city parks throughout the country 
will reveal many surprises in the character and variety of their offerings. 

Variety and change are what the people want. Because a certain attrac- 
tion constituted a source of big revenue last year, is no argument that it will 
do so again this year. Its resources for amusement may have been exhausted: 
anyway, the patrons of amusement parks want to find them changed, rehabili- 
tated from season to season. In the park as in every other kind of business, it 
requires the expenditure of money to reap big dividends—it takes money t» 
make money. Managers who recognize this fact and who are willing to admit 
it, are those who are planning for a big season this year and their plans are 
not made without good foundation. For these managers the season will un- 
doubtedly be good. 

As from season to season, the precipitation of humidity averages up, we 
may conclude that we shall have had the greatest part of the annual summer 
rainfall before the park season actually opens. This means that there will be 
months of more or less dry weather—dry weather, perhaps, when the farmers 
and the allied manufacturing industries will suffer, but dry weather at any cost, 
means gain for the parks. Altogether, the outlook is most encouraging. 


A REVOLUTION IN THEATRICAL PRODUCTION. 


, It was as recently as only a few years ago that the touring companv 
Playing a New York success was put out only after the original company had 
had a long run in New York. That condition has been changed. At present 
it requires only sufficient time to demonstrate that a production actually is 
& success through its approval by New York theatre-goers, when a second, 
and sometimes a third and fourth company playing the attraction are launched. 
This practice was started by Henry W. Savage when he put out a second com- 


pany playing The Devil a few seasons ago, while the original company con- 
tinued at the Garden Theatre in New York. ‘ 

Following Mr. Savage's lead, all the important producing managers now 
put companies on tour as soon as a production proves itself to be what the 
public wants. 

This has revolutionized the theatrical producing business. Now that the 
plan has proved so successful, it is astonishing that it was not put into opera- 
tion earlier. The returns from every pronounced success can. be largely 
augmented by giving audiences in the week stands the opportunity of seeing 
them while the reports of their cordial and enthusiastic reception in New 
York are still fresh. At the pace Americans live, even in the smaller cities, 
the record of happenings a year ago are lost in the eons of the past. That 
Klauber, Alan Dale and Louis DeFoe concurred a year ago in heralding the 
advent of an epoch maker in the way of a play, has little significance to the 
theatre-goer in the numerous other large cities throughout the country today. 
He knows what Klauber and Dale and DeFoe have said about a certain pro- 
duction not later than the Sunday following its premiere, for the syndicated 
theatrical column in his Sunday paper which he reads with sedulous avidity 
reflects the opinion of these paragons of the New York press, though the 
syndicate writer may omit mention of the authority upon which his judgment 
is formed. 

Theatre patrons in every large city in the country prefer to accept the 
judgment of the New York correspondent for their Sunday paper, even though 
they know his stuff is syndicated. Probably it is because they do know his 
stuff is syndicated, and that it is being printed in other papers besides their 
own, in other towns besides that of which they are native, gauging its re- 
liability and authoritativeness by the multiple form in which it is printed in, 
the newspapers. Play-goers have learned that the consensus of opinion of 
the thoroughly qualified and highly paid New York specialists in dramatic 
criticism is of far greater value than the inexpert review of the local critic. 
who spends five days a week writing police news or financial stuff, and regards 
the courtesies to the theatre which he receives for use on. the sixth night an 
acknowledgment of his superior qualification for the business of reviewing. 
theatrical attractions, and with the egotism concomitant with his calibre, 
launches into type without reference to what may have been said of the. 
attraction by those men on the New York newspapers whose standard of 
judgment has been shaped to perfection by years of study and observation in. 
the field of dramatic criticism. 

The producing managers themselves have come to realize this. They are 
putting their attractions into the week stand cities while the favorable criti- 
cism of the New York reviewers is still fresh in the minds of play-goers. By 
this means they have not only brought their system of business up to the rapid- 


fire process of all our other institutions, but they have protected themselves. 


from the effects of the inane drivel of the two by four, nineteen ounce brained 
critics, who so long succeeded in making the press of the larger cities a menace 
to the theatrical-producing manager, and to the best interests of the theatre 
as an institution. 

This practice of launching multiple replicas of theatrical successes during 
the first season of the production’s success has not become general, but it has 
become sufficiently prevalent among the more important and more perspica- 
cious and far-seeing managers to prognosticate its adoption by the rank and 
file of managers in due and comparatively short space of time. 


RETROSPECT OF THE SEASON. 


In looking back upon the past theatrical season, we are not impressed 
with any particular difference in it from the many seasons that have preceded. 
It has had the usual number of productions of which the usual percentage 
succeeded or failed. Of course such productions as The Woman, Bought and 
Paid For, Bunty Pulls the Strings, Passers By and one or two others stand out 
prominently as successes, while a number of productions both in the dramatic 
and musical line which the authors invested with their best effort and upon the 
producing managers brought all their experience to bear, went down by the 
wayside and were incontinently forgotten. 

It has been a season of a few hopes realized and many blasted. 
respect it does not differ from any other season. 

From the standpoint of the theatre going public, it has not been more 
remarkable than from the professional point of view, from the view-point of- 
him who views it with the trained eye, of him who is versed in its technic and; 
its vernacular.

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Evolution of the Park 


By J. E. GIRARD 


That the world and his wife must be amused 
is more truly demonstrated as the years pass. 
The park system and park service of today is 
vastly different than that of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. In the days when some of us were 
still callow and beardless youths, a “picnic” held 
in a grove or orchard was an event to mark time 
from and the zenith of the summer's pleasures 
was reached on the day when lunch baskets were 
packed and other preparations made for an outing 
that all the family attended and which was re- 
membered and talked over by both old and young. 
Evolution has been the greatest factor in the 
world’s progress and the mammoth parks and big 
amusement enterprises, like many another im- 
portant thing, had a very small beginning. 

Today brains are racked, gravitation is chal- 
lenged, mechanism of man is tested, all that now 
thrills may be manufactured and the public 
amused. Simplicity plays no part in the plan of 
the twentieth century park. The utmost that 
man can accomplish is brought to 
bear, beasts of the forest are trained 


air, and why not at a park created for amuse- 
ment. But man in his hours away from his labor 
exacts a great deal and it is apparent that he will 
go where he can get the most for his money, con- 
sequently the manager must be always vigilant 
and on the lookout for that which attracts and 
entertains. A decade ago the parks were filled 
with catch penny devices, which may have en- 
tertained, but were not in any way instructive. 
Gradually the trifling things have been eliminated 
and a visit to a modern park is educational and 
instructive as well as entertaining. Each year 
more money is spent towards this end, and each 
year a higher class of amusement features is 
offered. The public looks at a park’s profit in a 
peculiar way. An inquisitive man will figure out 
about how many persons patronize a device on a 
given day. He will then multiply how many 
days it runs and the amount taken in, to his 
narrow mind, is amazing. It often happens that 
the management has really spent a fabulous sum 


venturesome of any coaster designed. The car, 
seating four persons, was drawn to the top of a 
declivity, the most precipitous, I, for one, have 
ever descended. The incline was most vertical, 
and the descent of the car so rapid that before one 
realized that the bottom of the decline had been 
reached he was hurled to the top of the opposite 
incline witheut the aid of hoist or cable. The dip 
was on the Bowery at Coney Island, but was de- 
stroyed, along with Steeplechase Park, in the dis- 
astrous fire of 1907. The Canadian toboggan slide 
first suggested the possibilities for a water tobog- 
gan, which later developed into what we commoniy 
call the chutes. This is one of the most popular 
concessions now in use, and nearly every large 
park operates one. 

The park business today does not offer a field 
for the plunger of the get-rich-quick promoter. It 
has settled to the legitimate basis which will wit- 
ness a yearly increase in business and a steady im- 
provement in the class of attractions offered. 

The amusement park has come to 


to a point nearing the human intelli- 
gence and the greater the danger, 
the more sensational a device, the 
louder becomes the applause of the 
fickle public. It is always a case of 
“off with the cld love and on with the 
new,” and the pride of last season is 
dubbed passe and the newest creation 
of man’s mind is welcomed with out- 
stretched arms. 


Each year park managers and 
owners are compelled to spend thous- 
ands of dollars to gratify this lust 
for pleasure. 


In the old days a merry-go-round, 
a peanut and lemonade stand, by the 
rarest chance a “switchback” railway 
and a “Bowery” dance platform con- 
stituted the offerings of a pleasure 
park, and everybody went home before 
dark, electricity being unknown. 

Today every available inch of 
space is taken up with midways, white 
ways, trails and the what-not of a 
truly up-to-date pleasure market, 
crowded with appliances that would 
have startled our forebears into con- 
vulsions. The clash of musical instruments, the 
calling of barkers, the whirr of a thousand wheels, 
the grind of machinery, the clink of glass against 
giass, all is counted as necessary to satiate the 
appetite for amusement. Every city of any size 
is now plentifully equipped with parks and each 
vies with the others in an effort to furnish the 
most attractive and startling features. Cincinnati 
is among the top-notchers when it comes to park 
equipment. Coney Island, its principal and 
largest park, is a shining example of what evo- 
lution and man can do. Nature has too, played 
a large part here, in placing a forest of mam- 
moth maple and poplar trees, distributing their 
generous shade over the large area devoted to 
the picknickers. 

On May 26 the gates will open for the begin- 
ning of the twenty-sixth season and the outlook 
promises to make all other seasons look small 
in comparison. Even the prospect of the great 
interest which will center in politics this 
does not seem to dampen the ardor and enthusi- 
asm of park managers, cither in the Queen City 
or elsewhere. From many points the writer has 
heard expressions from managers to this effect. 
The wide-awake manager is ever alert and watch- 
ful for that which is new, original and unique 
and while there are many warm friendships ex- 
isting between managers of rival parks, yet each 
is anxious to secure that which his competitor 
has not, namely, the very extreme in amusement 
devices. 

Among some classes of people there exists 
the opinion that parks and their amusements are 
run for the simple purpose of extracting nickels 
and dimes from a credulous people. That is not the 
ease. An old saying goes, “All work and no play 
makes Jack a dull boy,’ hence the public must 
have recreation and there is no healthier, better 
way than to spend the hours of play in the open 


year. 
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to bring that particular device to the park for 
man’s amusement and sometimes it is many sea- 
sons before there is any profit at all, and by that 
time something new startles the fun-loving public 
and replaces the former favorite, which is either 
razed or left to tumble down. 

Amusement park owners and investors in the 
so-called park attractions at the beaches have 
learned a lesson, and today one must seek out-of- 
the-way places and green fields to discover the 
Cave of the Winds, the House of Trouble, and 
other short-lived “fakes,” which were inflicted on 
the public at the expense of the open air amuse- 
ment business a few short months ago. 

The public demands high-grade riding devices, 
beautiful and well conducted ball rooms, shows of 
quality, and attractions of real merit. Managers 
have come quickly to this understanding by a care- 
ful review of their experience in catering to public 
wishes. The park-going public has been educated 
and demands quality. Six years ago a “walk- 
around” park show got money for a month or two 
each season. Last year these same shows in new 
fields hardly paid operating expenses. This season 
nine-tenths of them will be reduced to kindling 
wood before the ticket offices open. 

Within the past few weeks the writer has been 
consulted by more than a score of open air amuse- 
ment managers who are seeking new attractions 
for buildings which have housed Third Degrees, 
Katzenjammer Castles, Cuckoo Clocks and other 
shows of the dark passage and shaking platform 
variety. He has found that a great many park 
managers are tearing out their old-fashioned and 
obsolete Figure 8's, to make room for modern 
coasters and seenic railways. 

Perhaps the most daring of these rides was 
“The Dip,’ a coaster not unlike the regular scenic 
railroad, and somewhat similar to the figure eight 
in construction. The dip is undoubtedly the most 


stay, and the people will have it. If 
the present owners don't give thein 
what they want, then some other class 
of promoters and builders will. It is a 
healthy institution, and always will live 
if conducted properly, and is some- 
thing every community needs. 


It is hard to determine what the 
park may be in the next generation. 
That it is here to stay there is not the 
slightest doubt. That it will ever cease 
to exist is hard to believe. Business 
places, factories and residences for the 
ever-increasing population are fast 
crowding the acres that were once bar- 
ren of all except nature’s growths, but 
there will always remain a few cool, 
green spots which man will keep intac* 
from the inroads of business, for his 
idle hours. 

One of these little spots which will 
probably always be dedicated to pleas- 
ure’s demands is Coney Island, which 
under this name has already furnished 
pastime to Cincinnati’s multitudes for 
a quarter of a century. 

Previous to 1886 it was known as 
Parker’s Grove, and was the rendez- 
vous for many a jolly picnic party. During tke year 
mentioned Commodore Lee H. Brooks, who is 
now the only surviving member of the original 
company, Thomas Paxton and L. T. Anderson, all 
congenial spirits and lovers of nature and pleas- 
ure as well, established Coney Island, which stands 
as an immemorial monument to the integrity of 
these public-spirited and benevolent gentlemen. 
There is no more beautiful spot in all the Buckeye 
State and in fact few parks throughout the coun- 
try can show more genuine attractions than this 
Ohio River resort. The forest stands today as 
Nature planted it and woe betide the man 
who would strike ax into one of the beautiful 
shade trees which have stood sentinel for lo, 
these many years. Man has added his skill to 
nature’s beginning and the result speaks for it- 
self. When the park throws open its welcoming 
gates this year the visitor will be greeted by a 
spectacle which will show conclusively that “‘clean- 
liness” is the watchword. For weeks past a host 
of men have been busy with brushes, brooms, 
paint, such commonplaces as soap and water 
and no corner has escaped their vigilance. Lurk- 
ing cobwebs and dust of the winter’s gathering 
have given way before this onslaught. The 
stranger stepping within the grounds for the first 
time will wish he could spend all of the one hun- 
dred days there, for the kaleidoscopic merriment 
will continue just one round century of days, 
before it will again be given over to the ravages 
of winter.

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Advertising the Park 


By ALAN MACKLIN 


Advertising has become a recognized necessity 
for the successful carrying-on of every line of busi- 
ness or endeavor. It matters not how small the 
firm or institution making an appeal to the public 
for support—it has its advertising manager—not 
always a high-salaried expert, whose life study has 
been devoted to this new science, but often an un- 
derpaid clerk, with a predilection for show card 
writing or a hobby tor making window displays. 
In our big national institutions, we find the press 
agent; our large manufacturing plants employ ad- 
vertising experts at enormous salaries. Pick up 
any magazine or newspaper nowadays, and you 
will find the advertising columns well nigh as in- 
teresting as the text matter. Advertising covers 
everything—without it no company need expect to 
enlarge. Woe unto the amusement man who fails 
to recognize, or negligently ignores the value of 
thoroughly laying his amusement before the public. 
Showmen are too astute to overlook the importance 
of judicious publicity. We refer to the circus 
especially. The larger organizations 
carry big publicity staffs, but the hum- 
blest wagon show also has its publi- 
city man. The agricultural fair has 
in recent years been promoted to an 
important position in the family of 
amusements through constant and 
eareful advertising. This also is true of 
the amusement park, although in the 
provinces, managers have not as yet be- 
come aquainted with the necessity of 
employing experts. Too often the im- 
portant duties of advertising are left 
in the hands of inexperienced, though 
ambitious youngsters. Even in some 
of the larger cities the present publicity 
methods are decidedly passe. There 
seems to be a prevailing belief among 
the smaller town park managers, that 
all that is necessary to properly exploit 
an amusement park is to employ some 
local reporter who succeeds in plant- 
ing a few paragraphs in the daily 
papers each week. While there is no 
doubt as to the value of daily news- 
paper advertising, there are a hundred 
other ways of advertising the park 


out and where it would seem to be absolutely nec- 
essary it is practically never done. The same old 
attractions offered in the same old way, sooner or 
later become boresome and as a result the attend- 
ance drops off. If the small town managers hope 
to revive public interest in park entertainment, it 
behooves him to install a few new devices or at 
least new concessions each year. It is hardy pos- 
sible for a person to take in every amusement at a 
park in one day and if the devices are particularly 
inviting, by reason of their novelty, it is safe to 
presume that a second trip will result. Some 
managers wait until their park is blown down, 
or swept by fire, before making a few needed 
changes. Last season was epochal from the num- 
ber of fires, which occurred at amusement parks. 
The Billboard published at least a dozen notices 
of park fires and there were probably others. 
Some of these will be entirely rebuilt with a brand 
new line of attractions. 

The public is tired of time-honored and hoary 


of a park might well consider the added comfort 
and pleasure the public finds in parks that have 
lakes in connection. 

Vaudeville shows play an important part in 
the success of the park. 
act will often draw a large patronage (we can 
hardly say capacity patronage, for the number of 
people that can be crowded into a park is practic- 
ally limitless) when other attractive features have 
failed to bring sufficient people to the park to pay 
expenses. Especially toward the elose of the 
season, when the people have tired of parks, it 
is an excellent policy to offer some well-known 
amusement features. ° 

In some localities where that contingent of un- 
American would-be protectors of other people’s 
souls, commonly referred to as. prohibitionists, 
have not brought their influence to bear the cold 
bottle and a club sandwich, constitutes the prin- 
cipal park attractions, for many. Dancing and boat- 
ing are old stand-bys in perennial favor,the former 
especially with young swains and fair 
maidens. Danciag, however, is not a 
particularly lucrative concession and 
many managers have abolished pa- 
vilions for this reason. While the gen- 
eral advice to parl:s managers is to 
keep your resort up-to-date, it is im- 
possible to offer any fixed set of rules 
as to what to use. Conditions vary 
with localities. The public tastes, 
however, are similar the world over to 
this extent: the people love originality. 

But to revert specifieally to the sub- 
ject of this article—Advertising the 
Park—a recapitulation of the best 
methods of getting publicity for the re- 
sort may not be amiss. The value of 
the daily paper, of billboard advertis- 
ing, of special thrilling features, of 
balloon ascensions and aeroplane 
flights, of special gatherings and con- 
ventions, and of the services of live 
press agents who purvey the truth, all 
have been conceded. But especial em- 
phasis must be laid upon the necessity 
of possessing a press agent with an 


which are equally if not more effective. 
Outdoor advertising on the billboards 
and bulletins is of course, effective, but the 
amount of business done depends entirely on 
the strength of the appeal made. However, 
this is where the expert advertising man 
comes in. If the publicity man has the proper 
originality he can exploit new and novel ideas, 
and the park is sure to succeed. But the best of 
all is to give the public as much or more than is 
advertised. Since the press agent has become 
so well an established personage, the public has 
become accustomed to reading about the impos- 
sible so much, that unless a promise is made good, 
little faith is entertained by the public in future 
advertising and this applies to advertising whether 
it be a bar of soap or piano or the announcement 
of seme special attraction at a park. For this 
reason the truth and the truth only must be used 
in describing the attractions at a park. Talking 
to the public as has already been said can be done 
in various ways—through newspapers, street cars, 
theatre programs, etc. Special nights, at which 
& particular lodge or fraternity holds a frolic has 
been used for years and is always satisfactory. 
Sensational free attractions, such as balloon as- 
censions, aeroplane’ exhibitions, pyrotechnical 
display, etc., are effective. It is a s*- ange trait of 
human nature, however, ene that is found in 
every race of mankind, this thing of wanting to 
be thrilled.. Hair curling sensational acts in which 
the performer risks his life are particularly allur- 
ing or at least they have been in the past. 
Drawing the erowds is the work of the press 
agent; holding them is a matter for the earnest 
consideration of the manager. In New York, Chi- 
“ago and a few of the other large cities were the 
biggest percentage of the patronage is made up 
of transients, it hardly seems necessary to recon- 
struct the park each season: however, this is prac- 
tleally done.

devices, which were novelties before the Spanish- 
American War. The kids still favor the merry-go- 
round and other similar rides, but the grown-ups 
look for something more novel and exciting. 


As the seasons come and go, numerous new in- 
ventions are installed, each an improvement over 
any that have been in previous use. We wonder 
what the next device will be that will supercede 
others in popularity? 

Electricity plays a prominent part in the sum- 
mer amusement park. Without it the highly effi- 
cient methods now in tse would be practically im- 
possible. Each device has its individual electrical 
machine, while the myriad incandescents covering 
every building on the ground, when lighted at 
night, make the park as light as day, and greatly 
enhance the beauty of the resort. The larger 
parks have their own power stations, thereby 
minimizing the cost, and at the same time in- 
creasing the power. 

Resorts that have a lake or lagoon in connec- 
tion, enjoy a vast degree of popularity. In the 
cities it is practically impossible to have a lake, 
but suburban parks can either be built around a 
natural lake, or an artificial one can be arranged. 
Aquatic sports are enjoyed by numerous people, 
who visit the summer parks with no other pur- 
pose than to bathe, fish or row. Many of the 
Northern and Middle Western parks circle beauti- 
ful natural expanses of water. The Lagoon, sit- 
vated on the Kentucky side of the Ohio River, 
just opposite Cincinnati, has one of the finest 
natural lakes in the Middle West. Covering sev- 
eral acres and surrounded by magnificent foliage, 
this resort enjoys a patronage that might be en- 
vied by the larger American parks. The club 
house is built close to the lake and no matter how 
sultry the day, a cool breeze is wafted from the 
lakes across the spacious verandas. Managers 
and park promoters contemplating the erection

The duties of the ideal press agent 
are to get the park talked about favorably, but 
also to see that no adverse comment or discrimi- 
native action be tolerated. In other words, the 
ideal press agent must be a “suppress” agent as 
well. His first duty must be to see that the daily 
press carry all of the stories regarding his park 
and its attractions that its advertising patronage 
entitles it to. Next he must see that-it gets proper 
recognition from the Mayor and the local author- 
ities, both by securing their attendance at public 
functions and entertainments at the park, and by 
securing immunity from petty exactions that are 
all too often practiced against park managements. 
To do this successfully demands that he be some- 
thing of a diplomat, and at all times he must be 
“on the job.” Arrangement of special affairs that 
will secure publicity for the park, and increase its 
prestige in circles where it has previously had no 
influence, is another prominent duty of the press 
agent. Herein he has an opportunity to bring 
some joy into the lives of the little wards of the 
public, such as the inmates of the orphan asylums, 
the homes for crippled children, and the charges 
of the settlement houses in the more squalid sec- 
tions. 


To get his park favorably talked about, the 
préss agent must be possessed of an imagination 
beyond the ordinary. All of the stunts that were 
worked in the infancy of the park game are now 
recognized by the veriest children. No more can 
the Mysterious Mr. Raffles bury treasure in the 
parks; no more can a steeple jack climb to the top 
of the White City tower; you can not fool the 
public as you once could into having them imagine 
an eagle to be perched upon the apex of your 
park turret. You must get “new stuff.” 


Athletic meets and events always appeal to the 
public on Decoration Day, the Fourth of July or

Judging from the big business done 
so far by the circuses and Wild West 
shows, which in some instances has 
been the biggest in the history of the 
shows, the season now being usherei 
in should be a winner for outdoor 
amusement resorts. Showmen them- 
selves differ in their opinion as to 
the business possibilities of the present, 
and of the chances for the summer 
park in the future. In the last few 
years the park has fallen off most 
alarmingly as a money-getter. Own- 
ers and promoters are all “up in the 
air.” Some say that popular favor, 
which perpetually swings from one 
form of amusement to another without 
warning and without reason, will of 
necessity turn full cycle, and the hal- 
cyon days of the summer parks will re- 
turn again. 


The argument most frequently ad- 
vanced in support of this theory is that 
the great American public, with its 
spirit of unrest ani mad pursuit of 
“something new” has gone further and fared 
worse. It has sought, but it has not found, the 
great and long touted something which was to 
take the place of the park. “There ain’t no such 
animal,” as the rube said after he had gazed long 
upon the giraffe. Novelty or no novelty, the peo- 
ple must be amused. They simply must. And 
having strayed away and stayed away so long, 
Mahile in the meantime radical change and recon- 
meruction was taking place, the amusement seeker 
ay return to his former love, the summer park, 
and find it fresh and new and young again. 

Money—a trifling thing—we mention it inci- 
dentally and toward the last—money seems to be 
more plentiful right now than at any time since 
Teddie’s Boy put his O. K. on the “best tariff ever.” 
Folks are spending freely, though with a bit more 
caution than in the good old times; still, they are 
spending, and that is about the brightest and most 
cheering sign of the return of prosperity. 

Another sign of optimism is seen in the fact 
that many new and wonderful parks have been, 
or are being constructed in various parts of the 
country, and all of the famous old ones are being 
enlarged and beautified at a fabulous outlay of 
coin. Park managers have been progressive, and 


impressively courageous in the face of the most* 


crushing discouragement. They have kept pace 
with the march of progress, and are, of all show- 
men in the world, the most deserving of that per- 
fect success which The Billboard hopes may be 
theirs from the very opening day, and throughout 
the season of 1912. 


DREAMLAND. 

Small Dreamland, in all its glory, opened its 
season with the circus side show on Saturday, 
May 4. Following in rapid succession will come the 
most sensational motordrome track in the world,

LUNA. 

The entire tract formerly occupied by the 
Thompson and Dundy shows, together with sev- 
eral adjoining tracts, will be turned into one big 
enclosure, that will contain more amusements than 
ever have been gathered along a midway at any 
world’s fair, not excepting the Columbian Expo- 
sition at Chicago in 1893. Acre after acre of 
beach land is being leveled, and on the sand strips 


-will rise a myriad of new buildings, rides and 


amusement devices of every kind and description. 

The plans were drawn up by Frederic Thomp- 
son after the fire in Luna Park last winter, and 
Mr. Thompson is carrying them out for the Luna 
Amusement Company, a new corporation, which 
has leased the immense stretch of land, and of 
which James A. Nelson is president and the active 
head. 

An idea of the magnitude of the work may be 
gained from the fact that nearly a thousand men 
are working day and night to complete it. Decora- 
tion Day has been set as the day for the opening, 
but an effort is being made-to get the place ready 
by Saturday, May 25. 

The new enclosure will be known by the one 
word, “Luna.” The entrance will be where the 
one to Luna Park was, but it will be more than 
three times as large. Inside the gates will be every 
new fun-making device that inventors have worked 
out. Several of the rides that were always popular 
in Luna Park will be retained, but in the main, the 
attraction will be entirely new.

A medium sized man, with a sandy 
mustache, and wearing a brown sack 
suit and soft slouch hat, stopped to 
talk to two little tots just inside the 
entrance to Steeplechase Park. The 
smaller girl—a child about three years old, was 
crying. Its face was smeared with dirt, its hair 
was tangled and its clothes ragged. ‘“‘What’s the 
matter, baby?” he asked. “She wants to play in 
the park, and I know they'll put us out,” an- 
swered the little mother. “No they won't,” said 
the man kindly. “You may play as long as you 
like, ahd if anyone bothers you, show him this,” 
and he handed her a card. Then, after fondly 
patting each of the children on the cheek, he 
dipped into his pocket for some change, and sent 
them off to the candy stand for lolly pops. 

The man was George C. Tilyou, owner of 
Steeplechase Park, creator of many of the greatest 
fun devices now in use, and one of the most genial 
and courteous gentlemen in the world. The in- 
cident, as told above, was witnessed by the writer 
when he was doing the rounds of Coney Island one 
dreary day last week. It serves well as an illus- 
tration of the gentle side of a great character. Mr. 
Tilyou is the busiest of men. During the winter 
he conceives and constructs the wonderful de- 
vices, the like of which are to be found in no other 
amusement resort in the world, and which have 
long ago made him famous. In the summer his 
time is occupied’ day and night in the manage- 
ment of his fairy land of mysteries, which he alone 
completely understands. 

One must visit Steeplechase Park before the 
crowds arrive and have the thousand and one 
attractions explained in detail to properly appre- 
ciate the achievements of this wizard of humorous 
contrivances. Yet, under the stress of scarcely be- 
lievable mental and physical activities, he still 
has time and grace enough to stop and gladden 
the hearts of poor little children of the streets, and 
to be courteous and painstaking with those who 
crown in on his work in the hard course of busi-

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The Park Situation in 
Chicago

The demand of human nature for a diversion 
from its commercial career, which embodies the 
principles of pleasure as well as recreation, has 
caused man in his ingenuity to bring the amuse- 
ment park into existence. Knowing that the 
great human desire is to possess that which tends 
to distract the toiling mind and give it the need- 
ed rest so that it is all tre more refreshed for 
its activities, the park managers have established 
in their reserts entertainments of every calibre 
imaginable so as to meet the whims of all fickle 
amusement seekers. They have provided that 
each class shall be entertained in the way that 
its wishes dictate. They have placed at their dis- 
posal an abundance of attractions which will sup- 
ply the demands of the individual wants and at 
the same time create the longing to further in- 
dulge in their whimsicalities and thereby causing 
them to partake of that which is less desirable 
to their taste, but which has been provided for 
those whose inclinations lean toward that sort 
of amusement. They have gone even 
further in some respeets and inter- 


descents. This structure is embellished by a 
beautiful statue of the Three Graces. The in- 
terior of the Casino has been transformed; hang- 
ing baskets of mammoth proportions, filled with 
embalmed flowers and plants are suspended from 
the dome-like ceiling, while small boxwood trees 
line its walls. 

An all-star cabaret performance will be given 
and one may enjoy the velocity of the Tango 
dance and marvel at the perfect equilibrium of 
the Apache. This innovation will be personally 
supervised by Eugene Beifeld of the College Inn. 

The new Parisian garden, which replaces the 
old-time terrace garden, represents an expenditure 
of a large amount of money. Artistic lattices en- 
close the entire garden, covered with clean and 
trailing vines. Sixteen small pavilions have been 
built in this garden for the especial reservation 
of private dining parties. In the center of the 
garden is located an electric fountain which at 
night presents a delightful contrast to its former 


mingled with the amusements of the 
lighter sort educational features, 
which, because of the value obtained 
from them by the purchaser, are 
sought again and again by them so 
that they may thoroughly familiarize 
themselves with the subject at hand. 

Each year we find them operating 
on a broader scale, having risen from 
a mere band stand around which the 
people gathered to drink in the music 
emanating from the instruments, and 
growing larger year by year, by the 
addition of other entertaining feat- 
ures, until we have the present day 
amusement park in its innumerable 
entertainments, thrills, side shows and 
daring exhibitions. This, combined 
with nature’s own allurements which 
are housed within these resorts, has 
allowed man to be amused and watch 
the amused whilst he revels in nature’s 
best. 

Chicago's parks alive to the fact 
that they have a conservative as well 
as a discriminative people to deal 
with, a people which unhesitatingly 
approves or disapproves of that which is being 
offered it, has made it neeessary that they be op- 
erated more from the people’s viewpoint than 
from the viewpoint of those behind the project. 
Chicago, unlike the many other larger cities, de- 
pends mostly upon its own inhabitants for the 
Support of any of its enterprises, as the transients 
are not numerous. This makes it necessary 
that Chicago’s parks be governed by far-sighted 
as well as discerning men whose observations 
must play the greater part in their management. 
It is apparent from the success they have enjoyed 
and the interest that has been placed in them by 
the public, Chicago’s parks are fulfilling their 
mission. Knowing this and aware of the fact that 
they have a loyal people behind them the park 
men of Chicago have planned even on a broader 
Scale than ever before with the assured feeling 
that success will attend their efforts. 

Each of Chicago's four parks will present a 
new and bright appearance on opening day, as 
decorating, painting and building have been going 
forward for several months. The first parks to 
open will be White City and Forest Park, fol- 
lowed by Riverview and Sans Souci. 

The eighth season of White City will open 
Saturday, May 11. This delightful park has had 
Seven years of prosperity, and the season looks 
bright for the resort, for it will present an en- 
lire!y new appearance. 

On entering the mammoth gate one is con- 
fronted by a large electric fountain, with a basin 
20 feet in diameter, in which will be found hun- 
dreds of gold fish. A bridge has been constructed 
across the East boardwalk connecting the Casino 
direct with the new Parisian Garden. Beneath 
that bridge have been scattered small tables such 
as line the boulevards of Paris, where open air 
dining ts enjoyed, with grotto-like surroundings, 
illominatea by miniature multi-colored incan- 
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appearance. The band shell which is located at 
the extreme south end of the garden, directly ad- 
joining the giant tower of a million lights, has 
been equipped with a new sounding board, which, 
it is promised, will throw the music and the sing- 
ing for a considerable distance. The first band to 
be housed in the new shell will be Thaviu’s Im- 
perial Russian Military Band. In addition to the 
concerts the Grand Opera Company of 40 people 
will present all the standard grand operas. 

The Battle of Manila remains the principal 
feature, and this patriotic spectacle will no doubt 
cause the warm flush of patriotism to sweep over 
one, and with its thundering guns and martial 
music will again carry away honors. 

Marlow’s Marvelous Models will occupy a 
building on the East walk and present poses of an 
artistic character. The Mystic Concert, The Shad- 
ow of the Cross, and the vaudeville theatre will 
fill the buildings on the East walk. In a large 
structure on the West walk will be housed motion 
pictures of the divine Sarah, in Camille, for which 
Mme. Bernhardt and her own company posed, 
and there will also be offered motion pictures of 
Mme. Rejane and her own company in Sans Gene. 

Of the larger rides the racing coaster with its 
three miles of track, and the roller coaster, the 
new ride, and the figure eight will furnish the 
thrills. A trip through Venice will enchant those 
of Bohemian leaning, while the miniature rail- 
way, the merry-go-round and the jug of joy will 
delight the youngsters. Deep sea diving by a 
woman deep sea diver will be a novelty in the 
tank formerly .occupied by Annette Kellerman. 
The pony circus and the automobile course are 
sure to attract attention. 

White City is again under the general man- 
agement of Morris Beifeld, who also occupies the 
office of president. Joseph Beifeld is again vice- 
president and Ernest L. Beifeld is secretary and 


treasurer. Ralph T. Kettering returns for his 
third year as assistant to Mr. Beifeld and man- 
ager of the press, advertising and convention bu- 
reaus. Robert Waters is the superintendent, and 
Otto L. Little the general auditor. 

Resplendent with thousands of electric lights, 
gala features, new rides and mechanical devices 
for the entertainment of the children as well as 
grown folk, Forest Park will throw open its gates 
to the public on Saturday, May 11. Supervision 
of the entire grounds was taken over by Joseph 
Grein, recently appointed business director. Mr. 
Grein lost no time following his recent campaign 
for the nomination of bailiff of the Municipal 
Court. The day following the primary he made a 
general inspection tour ordering painters, car- 
penters and others about in a scurry to prepare 
for the opening day. A large amount of money 
has been spent in the work of reconstruction, re- 
modeling, painting and decorating. Paul Heing 
will continue as superintendent. 

Transportation facilities te Forest 
Park will undoubtedly be better tham 
ever as the Metropolitan Elevated 
road and the County Traction Com- 
pany lines have promised to extend a 
service that will adequately accommo- 
date the thousands of pleasure seek- 
ers who daily visit Forest Park. 


Principal among the attractions 
which it is expected will draw thous- 
ands of new patrons is Anna Harris, 
a young Chicago favorite who achieved 
international fame and won national 
honors as a swimmer and diver. Miss 
Harris will be remembered as having 
participated in the Chicago River 
marathon race two years ago, when 
as a contestant against seventy-eight 
male entries, she demonstrated her 
ability in a swim from the Jackson 
boulevard bridge to the mouth of the 
Chicago River and received third 
honors. During her engagement at 
Forest Park Miss Harris promises to 
arrange educational courses and pre- 
pare hints on health and beauty for 
the women folks. 

‘Another attraction, which will ap- 
peal especially to the children, is that 
of Alligator Joe and his 3,000 trained alligators 
and crocodiles. 


Through the purchase of several concessions 
at Forest Park from the Steeplechase Construc- 
tion Company, which the park directors take over, 
the Steeplechase Construction Company relin- 
quishes all its title in the various concessions. 
These included the steeplechase ride, merry-go- 
round, grand canyon, funny Lill, mouse trap, fun 
factory and vaudeville theatre. 


Sunday, May 5, was general inspection day 
and the gates were open free to the public. 
Trustees and officials of the village of Forest Park 
rode the various devices, inspected buildings and 
reported everything in tip-top shape. 

Martin Ballman’s Band will be at the band 
shell at Forest Park from the opening date, May 
11, to June 14. He will return again to that 
park on August 10 to remain until September 1, 
and during the intervening period will entertain 
with his musical selections at Bismarck Garden. 
Mr. Ballman has gained the reputation of gather- 
ing together an organization of musicians whose 
musical efforts have pleesed the many music lovers 
who visit the resorts at which he has been located. 

Riverview Exposition, operating on a more ex- 
tensive scale than ever, adding new thrills, new 
shows and new features, will open officially on 
Wednesday, May 15. A general inspection day, 
however, has been appointed for Sunday, May 12, 
at which time all gates will be thrown open free 
to the public so that they may have a fore-taste 
of what will be their chief entertainment during 
the coming warm days. As in past years they 
are looking forward to Riverview Exposition, 
Chicago’s largest park, to learn what will be

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The Summer Park and 


Its Future 


By GEORGE U. STEVENSON 


For the past fifteen years the summer park 
has been a prominent and potent feature of oir 
amusement life. Primarily, an outgrowth of the 
“ethnological” exhibits that made the Midway 
of the Columbian Exposition at Chicago, and tre 
Pike of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition at §&, 
Louis so alluring, it has traveled a strange cyc'!¢ 
of development that promises to bring it back 
to its original starting point. 

There can be no question as to the permane yt 
appeal of the summer park to the Amerie;a 
masses. It is here to stay, and for the good ard 
sufficient reason that there is nothing to take iis 
place. That innate love of open-air diversion th:t 
impelled the old Druids to worship under the oays 
of Iona, still stirs in the blood of their pros2.c 
latter-day descendents, and “when the wind blows 
up from Cuba,” we all seek the greenwood, or 
what in these complicated and artificial days must 
pass for it. To meet this natural and instinctive 
craving, the amusement park had its legitimae 
reason for being. It is almost. as essen- 
tial a part of the civic life of our in- 
dustrial communities as the public 
school system, and is as potent for good 
if rightly conducted. 

Granting the permanency of the 
summer park as one of our national 
institutions, and its necessity as a 
means of relaxation to the masses, 
it behooves the park manager to ana- 
lyze the situation, and see wherein he 
ean most effectively cater to the 
amusement-seeker, and thus secure his 
patronage and his dimes. 

The American mania for variety 
makes this problem more complicated 
in this country than it is in Europe. 
Bternal change is the keynote of our 
national life, and the park manager 
who is wise enough to recognize this 
fact, gets the money. 

Conditions naturally vary with lo- 
ealities, and what might apply to one 
park, may not apply to another. Nev- 
ertheless, the fact remains that the 
park manager can nut go on season 
after season, handing his people the 
same line of attractions, presented in 
the same old way, and continue to re- 
tain their support. They will give their patror- 
age to his more progressive rival who offers rT 
something new. } 

When Benjamin West, the great mixed. hh 


can artist, once was asked how he mixed h 
paints to get such excellent effects, he replieg; 
“I mix my brains with them.” If the park mar 
ager would mix brains with his work, and try tr 
study what the public really wants, he would nm 
be complaining of the decadence of the pary 
game. Those who have to depend upon the sur- 
mer park for amusement are always with us, and 
in eonstantly increasing numbers. To be profié- 
able to the park manager they must be encourage4 
to “get the habit,” to become “repeaters.” Let u's 
reiterate: This can be done only by offering nove 
elty; not novelty in homeopathic patches, but a 
radical transformation of the entire park at lea-t 
each alternate season. 

Of course, such riding devices and necessarily 
permanent features as require a large initial out- 
lay to install, might be retained, providing thee 
maintain their popularity; but it is most “penny 
wise” to retain costly features unless they be 
money-makers. 

For the past half decade there has been little 
development in park equipmert. There have 
been some new riding devices offered, and some cf 
the larger metrepolitan parks have put in dis- 
tinctive features that have differentiated them 
from their rivals. The Terrace Gardens at White 
City and the Motordrome at Riverview are Chicag> 
examples of this development that have justified 
their installation by tremendously increasing th 
popularity of these parks. 

However, it is with the problem of the re- 
habilitation of the smaller parks that we ary 
chiefly concerned, and an analysis of the situation 
convinces one that their future prosperity lies it 
a return to the “ethnological” exhibition that had 
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its birth on the Midway Plaisance at the Chicago 
Exposition, and was afterward so profitably ex- 
ploited at Earl’s Court, London. 

The memory of those who attended the Colum- 
bian Exposition of 1893 fondly lingers over the 
quaint charm and the manifold delights of Alt 
Wien (Old Vienna), which reproduced with fidel- 
ity, life in a mediaeval German village; of the 
Javanese village, affording a new perspective of 
existence in the Dutch Indies, and of the Streets 
of Cairo with its many surprises and intimate 
glimpses of how they live in the shadows of the 
Pyramids. McGarvie’s Streets of Mexico at the 
Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, and the Fil- 
ipino village at the St. Louis Exposition, all profit- 
ably carried out the idea. Frederic Thompson and 
Skip Dundy founded their prosperity at Luna 
Park, Coney Island, by applying the same scheme 
of entertainment.

park development branched off on more prosaic 
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to the enormous Irish populations of those cities 
as well as to the amusement seeker in genera), 
From Cleveland’s Hungarian population wender- 
ful talent might be recruited for a Magyr village, 
wherein gypsy dances and wonderful Tzigane 
music might form the amusement features. Every- 
where throughout the country where the Italians 
are colonized, a beautiful Venice or a picturesque 
Naples is a glowing possibility. The Italian na- 
tional festas might be transported bodily to the 
park, and wonderfully picturesque attractions 
thus provided with little expense to the manage- 
ment. The Tarantelle and other national dances 
would prove of as great interest to resident Ameri- 
cans as they do to our tourists who travel four 
thousand miles to witness them at Sorrento. 

The possibilities of the idea are infinite, and 
the appeal of such a setting can not be con- 
troverted. Not alone would the park management 
benefit directly by this rehabilitation, but the 
souvenir booths, restaurants arid selling conces- 
sions likewise would secure an added 
advantage. A souvenir of Donnybrook 
Fair sold to you by a sweet daughter 
of Erin would possess much greater 
charm than something bought from 
a stand in a more prosaic setting. 
Spaghetti served to the music of the 
Tarantelje in the brick-paved court of 
a Neapolitan inn would have a better 
taste than that served over a plain 
restaurant table in an undecoratei 
booth. So, too, any entertainment 
that harmonizes with the general idea 
of the park would be better ap- 
preciated than if it were performed in 
an incongruous setting. 


Another advantage that should ap- 
peal to the park manager, would be 
the abolition of the “free gate,” which 
now has to be maintained for the ben- 
efit of the concessionaire. No patron 
would show reluctance to pay a dime 
to enter a park where every feature 
afforded an opportunity to get away 


from the hum-drum monotony of 


lines, until it has now reached the lowest depths 
of mediocrity. Park managers realize vaguely 
that something has to be done, and by installing 
some minor novelty occasionally, hope to keep 
up popular enthusiasm for a bunch of passe junk. 
It is time that they realized that it is the setting 
that is at fault. A skillful French chef can take 
a tough flank steak, and by adroit garnishment 
create a gastronomic triumph. It is thus also 
with the discerning park manager. Ey transform- 
ing his prosy park along the lines suggested, he 
can readily popularize it. . 

Nor need the transformation be expensive. [n 
every city in America, there are rising young 
architects possessed of imagination and ideals, 
who can draw plans fer the transformation of the 
fronts of the concessions along harmonious 
lines that can be executed inexpensively in in- 
destructible wall-board or staff. 


Furthermore, your talent need not be imported. 
In our large foreign populations, you have right 
at hand denizens of any European community 
that you may desire to install. In Cincinnati, St. 
Louis or Milwaukee, and in scores of smaller com- 
munities where the German element is largely 
in evidence, it would be highly profitable to trans- 
form one of the old line parks into an Old Vienna, 
peopled by Teutons with a first-hand familiarity 
with the old folk games and diversions of the 
Fatherland. The park might readily become the 
rendezvous of the national German societies, and 
their annual “volkfests” and shooting tourna- 
ments, their saenger fests, and their holidays com- 
memorative of events in German and American 
history will appeal to Americans and foreign-born 
alike. In Boston, New York or Chicago, an Irish 
village, with a reproduction of Blarney Castle, 
peopled with trim colleens and brave laddies dis- 
playing the arts, crafts and games of Ould Erin, 
might prove a setting that would appeal equally 
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every-day life, and to learn by actual 
contact something of how the other 
half of the world lives. 

The discerning park manager has long recog- 
nized the advantage of lightening the dull-colored 
existence of his patrons by seeking to arouse their 
latent carnival spirit and to direct it towards his 
coffers, Romance cannot thrive in sordid sur- 
roundings. and likewise frolic demands a pic- 
turesque enframement. It must be apparent to 
any park promoter that the shade of a turreted 
castle wall is a better trysting place than the 
side of a plain board fence. By the same token, 
a party of friends on holiday bent, can more 
easily throw off reserve and get into the spirit 
of innocent fun if they have the incentive of some 
festive environment. The strains of

sung in the setting of a German innyard, may 
well be calculated to set the most dignified to 
dancing; and if the visitor be encouraged to enter 
into the spirit of a weekly volksfest, patronage 
may be expected to be greatly stimulated. 

Whatever be the setting of the park, a 
weekly carnival in harmony with the national 
spirit represented may be regarded as an assured 
success. The wage worker demands something 
that will lift him up out of his ordinary surround- 
ings, and these affairs are best ealculated to ac- 
complish this. 

As previously suggested, encouragement might 
be given to the various nationalities represented 
in our cosmopolitan populations to bring their na- 
tional festivals to the park, and a wise schedule of 
these events must neeessarily popularize any park 
that undertakes the project. At all events, the 
idea is deserving of the earnest consideration °f 
every enterprising park promoter...

Parks and Circuses in 
Germany 


By EDMUND PELUSO 


The era for the establishment of big places of 
amusement in Germany seems to have begun. In 
this respect the Vaterland is only following the ex- 
ample set by America, and in Europe, England 
and France, 

The construction of a gigantic, new amusement 
park in Berlin, the Traumland (Dreamland) seems 
to have been decided upon. It is going to surpass 
in every respect the already existing Luna Park. 

Like the Magic City of Paris, Traumland will 
be in the center of the city and on the banks of 
a river, the Spree. Its situation will be more ideal 
than the Paris Magic City, since it will be built 
right at the door of the Tiergarten, Berlin’s most 
magnificent park. 

The plan of Traumland is going to be almost 
identical to that of the Cony Island’s Dreamland. 
A fact worth mentioning is that this Park was 
originally to be built in London, but the English 
authorities wanted that the park be conducted on 
a total abstinence basis, and as the promoters were 
unable to get any kind of liquor retail- 
ing license, they decided to move the 
field of their activity to Berlin. Here, 
at least, no difficulties will be encoun- 
tered in getting a license for the re- 
tailing of beer. 

The grounds on which this park is 
to be erected occupy a front line of 
about 1000 feet and its area is about 
equal to 96,006 square feet. The res- 
taurant and cafe, as well as the tea 
parlors will be called The Casino and 
will form the whole of a splendid 
building, extending itself about 540 
feet on the water front. On the left 
side, at the entrance, the scenic rail- 
way will begin. Its track will be more 
than four miles long and the patrons 
will travel through different attractive 
Alpine scenery. In the heart of the 
park will tower the lofty Traumlands 
Turm, which will be 150 feet high and 
be lit with 15,000 electric lights. At 
the top of the tower a projector will 
illuminate the surrounding Moabit and 
Tiergarten. In the tower itseif a music 
stand is going to be built for a big or- 
chestra so that the pedestrians will 
permantly be entertained. Behind the 
tower will be the water chutes and, all around, 
surrounded by pretty gardens, the different at- 
tractions and concessions. Opposite the Casino 
there will be a “ball house.” 

On the Spree river there will be a gondola 
concession as well as a landing for the Berlin river 
steamship companies. 

The enterprise is under the direction of: a 
syndicate with a capital of four million marks. 
The investors are in majority English and Ameri- 
cans; only a few of them are Germans. 

Of quiet a different style, but also on such 
Bigantic scales, another enterprise is planned. In 
this, however, all the interested parties are Ger- 
man. They are: the Emperor, the City of Berlia 
and Herr Hagenbeck the rich proprietor of the 
well-known Stellinger Park, near Hamburg. 

The natural park for rest, recreation and edu- 
cation which is planned is to be erected in the 
Jungferheide, a few miles from Berlin. It will 
Surpass in size and accommodations any city park 
in the world. 

Because the Kaiser favors greatly this enter- 
prise, Mr. Hagenbeck, through his influence has 
been able to get an enormous piece of real estate 
at @ very moderate price. But what is more, the 
City of Berlin is willing to lend him a million 
marks to help him earry out his plan. 

Against this loan the city imposes three main 
conditions: First, the entrance fee shall be a very 
low one, (two cents being proposed); second, 
the park must principally be a place for rest ana 
recreation for the Berlin people, and, third, it 
shall have an educative character. Moreover the 
city will have a part in the profits. 

Mr. Hagenbeck proposes to have ever-chang- 
ing exotic tribes, villages or warriors. The park 
will have a large number of rustic kiosks, wherein 
beer will be retailed at a cheap price and in others 
non-alcoholic drinks. There will be, beside mu- 


sic stands for concerts, play grounds for the chil- 
dren, etc., but its greatest attraction will be the 
zoological collection. 

It is Mr. Hagenbeck's aim to bring to Berlin 
a menagerie which will compete in every respect 
vith the Paris Jardin d’ Acclimation and the Lop 
don Zoo. This, with the exotic tribes and warri- 
ors will form the educative side of the park. 
Beer and play grounds, the recreative part, and 
artistically arranged gardens and country houses 
are to help the Berliners to rest. 

In spite of the rumor which has been run- 
ning in America that Luna Park has been for 
the last two years losing money and although 
this corporation has made no public statement of 
its finacial situation any one who last year visited 
the park and saw the crowd that invaded it, will 
not believe that there is anything truthful in the 
rumor. Be it as it may, the management has 
spared no efforts to get the park ready for the 
opening on May 1. No radical change has been 
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made. Only the pavilion de danse which la3t 
summer had such a great attendance, has been 
somewhat enlarged. Th? Berliners are indeed 
great dance lovers, and no park can afford to do 
away with its “ball house.” 

For those who foresee a fiasco for Luna Park as 
soon as Dreamland opens, it may be said that for 
a capital of nearly three million inhabitants there 
is a great possibility that two such parks can ex- 
ist, for the vogue for this kind of amusement is 
increasing every year, and no doubt that if the 
Germans are trained to this new kind of pastime 
they wont hear any more of the old kind. Up to 
the opening of Luna Park in Berlin the great. 
biergartens which are an annex of the breweries 
and the most important retailing place for their 
beer, the Berliners had been quite satisfied with 
the simple surroundings which were offered them. 
The times have now changed. Father can drink 
beer all right and needs no other excitement, but 
mother wants a show anu the kids must either 
shoot the chutes or loop the loop. This has com- 
pelled the breweries to go to the expense of build- 
ng somewhat of an American amusement park. 
To recover a part of their expense they charge a 
nominal entrance fee. 

The New Welt which began very modestly two 
years ago is enlarging it every year. The others, 
less important, are following suit. 

Some, however, such as the Fortuna Park, at 
the entrance of the military drill grounds of Tem- 
plehof, which were started with the honest in- 
tention of being real American amusement parks, 
have degenerated into second class “rummels.” 

The scenic railway, chutes, carrousel, looping 
the loop, etc. are there and the two cent entrance 
which is collected on Sunday is to keep away un- 
desirable visitors, and yet the Fortuna Park is 
only a “rummel.” 

Nevertheless Fortuna Park makes the joy of 
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many youthful couples, who can’t afford a higher 
sort of park. 


It is also the mecca of the boxing and the 
wrestling fans, for in the middle of the park 
there is a ring where future Hercules are given 
achance. Every Sunday prizes are offered by the 
management to the winners of wrestling and 
boxing bouts. All the champions that the park, 
since its opening on April 1, has put forth, can 
however, do nothing against a couple of coons, 
formerly casual boxers and wrestlers in the States, 
who every Sunday put easily their opponents out 
of business and reap all the prizes. 


Thus the park season in Germany seems full 
of promises and all that the park managers wish 
now is an uninterrupted period of fine weather. 


THE CIRCUS IN GERMANY. 


Like in other European countries, the circuses 
in Germany are evermore changing their character 
of equestrian and acrobatic houses into 
places for great spectacles. 

For almost the whole of the past 
year, both the Berlin circuses, Schu- 
mann and Busch have had nothing 
but big shows on their boards. 

At the Schumann, the popular Berlin 
actor, Ferdinand Bonn, gave a revival 
of Shakespeare’s Richard IV with a 
gorgeous display of accessories—after 
which Professor Smith undertook to 
give Sophocles’ Orestie, but this time 
as pantomime. 


The Busch, imitating Max Rein- 
haradt’s success of his London ‘‘Mar- 
tyr,” put up a pantomime entitled Wie 
Hexe (The Witch) a vivid drama 
of the inquisition times. 


The whole of the public, however, 
is not decided to give up its earlier 
form of pleasure, and the opening of‘a 
new Metropolitan Circus, the Hippo- 
drome on Potsdamer Strasse, as well 
as the much longer than usual sojourn 
in Berlin of the wandering Sarrasani 
Circus are proofs of it. 

The Hippodrome Palast is to give 
exclusively equestrian and acrobatic 
numbers. It occupies the former 
grounds of the Sport Palace and is under the 
management of Mr. Neve. The rink is directed 
by Ernst Dumont who has been connected with 
the Berlin circuses since 1891 as riding master. 


At the opening of the new circus a few nov- 
elties were introduced. To begin with, the rink 
is divided into three circles, one for the acrobats, 
the second for the drivers (Roman chariots, auto- 
mobiles, etc.) and the third, quite at the outside, 
for the riders. 


The artists, acrobats, jugglers, etc., instead of 
walking into the ring, are brought before the 
public in automobiles. They gracefully alight, 
greet and begin their act. 


One of the big attractions of the new enter- 
prise is Jack Joyce’s Wild West Show. The pop- 
ular American cowboy has with him about half a 
dozen Texas boys and a troupe of faked Indians. 
But the demand for Wild West shows is so great 
that the Germans don’t worry about the genuiness 
of the red skin—all they want is the excitemeni 
connected with the show. They also have a pretty 
strong feeling for cowgirls. Unfortunately they 
are not easily to be found in Berlin—but Jack 
Joyce has not let himself be worried, and has 
turned the difficulty very cleverly. He has made 
a selection among a Berlin maiden throng and is 
training them to become cowgirls. Fraulein 
Mewes, who formerly was a voltigeuse, has be- 
come his favorite pupil. 

The wandering circus Sarrasani is the one 
that gets nearer the American circus. In fact 
were it not for its name and size, one could say 
that it is Barnum & Bailey itself. Like Barnum 
it is almost prodigal in its advertising, and like 
Barnum also it is a real circus with menagerie, 
acrobats, equestrians, Wild West shows, etc.

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The Park in France 


By PHIL SIMMS 


I was very much interested in the series 0°, 
letters and articles on amusement parks in Europe’, 
commencing with the letter written to The Bill- 
board by J. Calvin Brown, formerly of Magic City. 
Paris, now (as before) of Earl's Court, London 
and White City, Manchester, and followed by a 
reply from Richmond C. Hill, and an article from 
the pen of H. E. Rice, a Chicago showman. 

There is more or less truth in the story tolc 
by each of them. Also there are some few errors 
though Mr. Rice has hit the nail] fairly on the 
head. While the gist of his article might leac 
one to believe an amusement park over here has 
as much chance of success as one in the average: 
American city, he tones this impression down con- 
siderably when he says: “As far as America; d 
showmen going to Europe is concerned, my ad 
vice would be to stay away, as there are bette 
chances for a good man to make money in Amer- 
ica than there are in Europe.” Furthermore, Mr 
Rice practices what he preaches. He tried on 
season over here, then went back to 
America. Certainly he is consistent; 
he doesn’t advise his brother show- 
men to do one thing while he himself 
is doing another. 

Mr. Brown, on the other hand, is 
inclined to be severe, almost bitter. 
His letter gives the idea that it is im- 
possible to build a money-making 
amusement park in Europe, wherever 
it may be located. Said he: “In fact, 
every park in Europe is a rank failure, 
except Magic City, Paris; Earl’s Court, 
London, and White City, Manchester.” 
He says this after enumerating failure 
after failure in different parts of Eu- 
rope, principally on the Continent. 
Now all three of the parks mentioned 
by Mr. Brown are Mr. Brown’s parks 
(I know him and like him, but I can't 
resist kidding him a little); so he ad- 
mits that at least he can build a park 
which will be a winner; for he has 
made three bull’s-eyes in three shots— 
which is a pretty fine average. 

Mr. Hill, I’m afraid, runs a little 
to theory, and theory doesn’t work in 


you see, those sharp Americans have got every- 
thing worth seeing in the park all shut up in sep- 
arate places, so you have to pay to see anything 
at all.” This may sound childish, but it is a typi- 
cal criticism. After paying to get into the park, 
the man, well-to-do though he was, wanted to be 
able to stalk around and see all manner of free 
shows for his money. And he resented having to 
pay. He liked Luna Park better, he said, because 
there was more to see outside. 

Another reason why parks have a hard struggle 
over here is the newspaper. After all is said and 
done, advertising pays; little can be accomplished 
without advertising. Over here, one gets no free 
notices whatever, and the other sort of advertising 
—the reading notice, common here—is very ex- 
pensive, and because of the poor newspaper me- 
diums, is of no great value anyway. 

Thirdly, amusement parks are run principally 
by Americans, and Americans, though up to snuff 
when it comes to managing parks in the United 


the amusement park game as it is 

played on the Continent. In theory 

there are no finer towns in the world for amuse- 
ment parks than the cities in France, with popu- 
lations over 50,000. In practice one would see— 
and indeed has seen—one’s error. It is a fatal 
mistake to look over what appears to be a fertile . 
and virgin field, and from that superficial look, 
pronounce it O. K. for this or that enterprise. 

Mr. Hill writes: “John F. Davidson, the Ameri-,’ 
can champion exhibition roller skater, whoosh 
truthfulness is unimpeachable, and who has been , 
for a year in Russia, wrote me recently, stating §, 
that the opportunities for amusement ventures in ; 
that vast and little understood country are most 
favorable. Many of the larger cities, especially 
those in the southeastern section, are quite un- 
exploited.” | 

Never was the old saw, “appearances are often 
deceptive,” more applicable than in this little 
game of picking a park site. 


WHY THEY FAIL. 


Amusement parks fail in Europe—when they 
do fail—because of a combination of adverse cir- 
cumstances. The prime reason is the conserva- 
tism of the people, coupled with a pronounced 
economical streak. 

The European, as a rule, hangs on to his money, 
if he has any to hold on to, tighter than a leech. 
Then, too, he is very distrustful of foreigners, per- 
haps also a little disdainful. 
admit right off that an American, for example, has 
anything worth buying, and though emphatically 
from Missouri, he bucks like a Texas pony when 
you try to show him. If you break down this re- 
serve in spite of him, then he is so peeved at you 
for making him part with his coin that he won't 
come back any more. 

I remember hearing a French civil engineer, 
drawing a big salary, praise the beauty of Magic 
City, then criticise the park so: “It’s all right, but, 


He doesn’t like to

States, where they know most of the kinks in the 
minds of the people, over here are usually de- 
ficient in their knowledge of the ins and outs of 
the European’s mind, and blunder after blunder 
is apt to result. An automobile is built with three 
and four speeds forward, and one backward. One 
speed is for starting, one is for hill climbing, one 
is for level stretches, and so on. Suppose the 
machine had only the racing speed attachment. 
When a hill was reached, the car would stall, or, 
going down hill, she would tear herself to pieces. 
An American showman in Europe, especially if he 
be on the Continent, is like a car with one speed, 
and that one the racing speed. In the United 
States he has had a smooth track, comparatively 
speaking; his knowledge of conditions has made 
his mechanism there very efficient. Over here, 
where the language is different, where the senti- 
ment is different, the labor problem different, 
business associates different, and everything else 
different, he isn’t always the success he was back 
home. 

Lastly, the amusement park frequently fails 
because there is too little money back of it. Or, 
if there is a lot of money, then the backers are 
afraid to spend it. It sometimes happens that the 
backers are Europeans, and the men on the firing 
line, the man or men directing things, are Ameri- 
cans. Then the cautious, close, suspicious Euro- 
pean capitalist gets cold feet when he sees big 
sums going out and nothing coming in (a condi- 
tion of affairs quite common during winter months 
among parks, when repairs are on and advertising 
campaigns are to be financed) and by niggardly 
withholding the necessary cash, brings about him- 
self the very disaster he feared. 

And (Mr. Brown to the contrary), it is more 
often this state of things which brings the Ameri- 
can showman into disrepute, than it is crooked- 
ness on his part. For if there is any crime in all 


the calendar which the European cannot forgive 
his neighber, it is that of being the cause of his 
losing money. When the native backer brings 
disaster upon himself in the way I have indicated, 
he, of course, lays the blame upon the American 
or the Americans whom he is backing. He usually 
attributes the failure to the crookedness of the 
American instead of to his own shortsightedness. 
There have been crooked American showmen over 
here, and perhaps there are some of that stamp 
here still, and they have done and probably are 
doing, considerable harm to the clan; but it is my 
opinion that there have been more American vic- 
tims of European crookedness, or at least Euro- 
pean unfairness, than there have been European 
victims of American crookedness. And among the 
alleged cases of American crookedness, I'll venture 
a bet that about four times out of five no crooked- 
ness existed, the American being more the victim 
of his backer’s tightwad propensities than a dis- 
honest man, 


CHANCE OF SUCCESS. 


I believe the combination for suc- 
cess can be worked in Europe in the 
amusement park field. But it is a 
mighty risky business, and right here, 
before anyone has a chance to misun- 
derstand me, I strongly advise against 
an American showman tackling the 
job. Undoubtedly there are park pos- 
sibilities all over Europe, but I don’t 
believe the first-class American show- 
man can find one in ten and make ita 
winner; he would be tov American to 
understand the people that he would 
have to draw from. Every nationality 
has it own weaknesses, its own likes 
and dislikes, and these have to be taken 
into consideration by a showman. 


If a Frenchman, for example, 
should spend several years in America, 
and study all the outdoor forms of 
amusements, then return to his own 
country and apply what he had learn- 
ed, bearing in mind an intelligent un- 
derstanding of his own people, I can’t 
see why he should not have as good a 
chance of success as an American 
showman opening a park in an Ameri- 
ean city. For while the Frenchman is of a saving 
disposition, he does like amusement, and will pay 
for it if it is wholly to his liking. This Americanized 
Frenchman would have to be a A No. 1 business 
man, an A No. 1 showman, and have an A No 1 
mind to succeed. He would have to be able to 
mix just the right amount of novelty with the right 
amount of spice; he would have to have thrills, 
laughs and instructive entertainment in just the 
right proportion; he would have to have just so 
much free stuff and not offend in his charges for 
other things, and so on. I've been in France for 
several years, and I confess I wouldn't know how 
to go about mixing a park in proportions which 
would spell success. 

Paris, of course, is different, so is London. As 
Mr. Brown says, the floating population is such a 
large factor to be reckoned with, that Magic City 
and Luna Park have succeeded in Paris so far, in 
spite of otherwise unfavorable conditions. If the 
problem could be solved, there are Marseilles, Bor- 
deaux, Lyons, Cherbourg, Brest, Rouen, and sev- 
eral other cities big enough for parks. But I'd 
rather try to break a faro bank than attempt to 
win a fortune with a summer park at any of these 
places. The combinations against success are too 
strong for an American to tackle. 


PARK SUCCESSES. 


Magic City and Luna Park are examples of 
what can be done over here. Both of these lots are 
up-to-date in every way, and though neither is as 
big as some of the parks in the larger cities in 
America, both have the essentials of the big park 
in the way of modern amusement devices. 

There are few prettier parks in the entire worl? 
than Magic Ctiy. As I say, there are some big- 
ger, but for neatness. attractiveness and sheer

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IN THE LIMELIGHT 


Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personalities of Men Powerful in the World of 
Amusement, Whether or Not Prominent in the Public Eye 


Born on the 13th of the month, at 
the home of witchcraft, in Salem, 
Mass., Charles Edward Bray is credited 
by many with having inherited some 
of the potent charms so commonly be- 
lieved by our ancestors to be possessed 
by those who inhabited this quaint lit- 
tle village. To the confusion of his ene- 
mies and to the credit of those who had 
faith in him, he has risen from the po- 
sition of a sailor before the mast to the 
very front of the vaudeville enterprises 


of the West. 
Whether it is his wonderful intuition 
or his strong indomitable courage in 


overcoming almost unsurmountable 
obstacles, it is, nevertheless, true that 
today he is one of the foremost men 
in the world of vaudeville, a man who 
alone and almost unaided, has restored 
order out of chaos in his big organiza- 
tion, and pushed on and on, till now, 
on the eve of a new era in the world 
of variety, he is one of the dominating 
heads of the whole United States. His 
position as the general manager of the 
Western Vaudeville Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, is one of power and a tremen- 
dous influence for a tremendous good 
in the field he has chosen for his life- 
work, and one needs but to follow his 
spectacular career for the past few 
years at the head of this big institu- 
tion, to know how far this power and 
influence has extended. 

Coming from sturdy New England 
stock, his father, Gilford Parker Bray, 
was Collector of Customs and an old 
shipmaster of Salem, his mother being 
a descendant of the famous Putnam 
family. Mr. Bray received his early 
education in the public schools of his 
native town. He graduated from high 
school, On leaving school, his natural 
bent was to the water front, inherited, 
no doubt, from his father, he for two 
years followed the roving life of a 
Sailor. This lead him to the Golden 
Gate, where he took charge and was 
made superintendent of the California 
Transfer Company, at San Francisco, 
Cal. 

Still, with the wanderlust strong 
Within him, it is but natural that he 
came in touch with railroads and rail- 
road men, which resulted in his ap- 
pointment as City Passenger Agent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway, at San Francisco, going from 
there to the position as traveling Pas- 
Senger Agent of the Northern Pacific 
Railway, and later to the position as 
New England Passenger Agent of the 
Saine road, with headquarters in Bos- 
ton, and General Eastern Agent of the 
Wisconsin Central Lines, in New York 
City, finally being made General Agent 
for the Chicago Northwestern Railroad 
at San Francisco. Thus his work in 
the railroad line encircled the entire 
country, 
lt was on his return to the Pacific 
ast that Mr, Bray became interested 


in theatrical work. His work as a rail- 
road man had brought him in direct 
contact with a great many theatrical 
managers, and it was the work’s ex- 
citement, its intricacies and hard prob- 
lems that appealed to him, and it was 
not long before he received an appoint- 
ment as manager of the Orpheum The- 
atre at Los Angeles, Cal., where he 


though their advertisements were ac- 
cepted, they were given inferior posi- 
tions under the other theatres, and in 
every way the managers of these thea- 
tres were made to feel their utter lack 
of importance. 

This did not appeal to a man of the 
temperament of Mr. Bray, and he set 
about changing it. Contrary to the 
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came to the attention of Martin Beck 
and other foremost men of the vaude- 
ville world. It was in this, his first 
vaudeville position, that he realized the 
value of publicity. He saw what a 
power the press of the country had, 
and particularly those of the city he 
was then located in. With a persistence 
that was surprising, he started to edu- 
cate his newspaper friends to the im- 
portance of the vaudeville theatres, 
and particularly the Orpheum, of 
which he was the managing head. At 
that time, on the Pacific Coast, vaude- 
ville houses seldom got into the news 
columns of the paper, and never were 
treated with the same consideration as 
the legitimate theatres. In fact, al- 


rules and regulations of the biggest 
papers in the city, he took up his cam- 
paign for an equal showing with the 
other theatres. At first the results did 
not come, but after months of tireless 
efforts, he finally convinced the biggest 
papers in Los Angeles that his theatre 
was of as much importance as any 
other. The upsetting of all newspaper 
tradition did not appeal to the men in 
the managerial positions of the daily 
papers, and for a long time he was 
given but scant courtesy, but finally his 
determination won, and no matter 
what was given one of the legitimate 
theatres in prominent locations of the 
papers, the Orpheum Theatre was 
treated in the same manner, 


His knowledge of the world at large 
and his rapid study of vaudeville con- 
ditions resulted in a very few years in 
his appointment as European repre- 
sentative of the Orpheum Circuit, with 
offices in London and Berlin. It was 
while in this position that Charles 
Edward Bray made a reputation for 
his careful choosing of acts, his mar- 
velous judgment in selection of per- 
formers with a “pull” in their work, 
that brought the public to the box of- 
fice and proved wise investments for 
his employers. 

Wishing to return to his native land, 
Mr. Bray was made the manager of 
the Orpheum Theatre, at that time 
newly opened at New Orleans. Hav- 
ing started this house successfully, 
Martin Beck appointed Mr. Bray gen- 
eral booking manager of his vast cir- 
cuit of theatres, with offices in Chicago 
and New York, and at the same time 
made him his private secretary. This 
position Mr. Bray held for some time, 
until there was a demand for some 
one to take charge of the Western 
Vaudeville Managers’ Association, with 
headquarters in Chicago. It is here 
that Mr. Bray has shown his wonderful 
resourcefulness, his vast knowledge of 
vaudeville in its various ramifications, 
and his complete mastery of the com- 
plex situations which constantly arise. 

Although less than three years 
in this position, the strides made by 
the Western Vaudeville Managers’ As- 
sociation, under his leadership, have 
been truly wonderful. Taking the of- 
fice when it was a losing proposition, 
he first cleaned out the disorganizing 
element, and installed the most perfect 
system of booking imaginable, and has 
since then steadily built up the clientele 
of his organization, until today it is the 
largest single booking office in the 
world, occupying the most floor space 
and dealing with over three hundred 
theatres and 2,500 acts each season. 

Handling, as he does, not only the 
bookings of theatres, but also that of 
fairs, parks, bands, street carnivals, 
clubs and lyceums, there is not an an- 
gle of the amusement world which he 
is not in touch with at all times. Since 
his promotion to the position as general 
manager, secretary and treasurer of 
the W. V. M. A., Mr. Bray has uplifted 
it. until it stands today pre-eminent in 
the vaudeville world, a power to be 
reckoned with at all times, and always 
under the guiding hand of his genius. 

Quite recently Mr. Bray began an 
aggressive campaign for’ theatres 
throughout the Northwest and along 
the Pacific Coast, and another season 
will see his offices handling the vaude- 
ville bookings of theatres from Chicago 
into the far Northwest out to San 
Francisco and the southern part of 
California. 

Being an extensive traveler, Mr. Bray 
has visited almost every part of the 
civilized world. He superintended the 
construction of most of the Orpheum 
Circuit’s theatres, and due to this fact, 
he is never at loss to forsee the needs 
of a community or a theatre. In his 
offices the most wonderful and accur- 
ate system in the world has been in- 
stalled to handle properly and expedi- 
ently all the business, and it is truly 
said that he stands in the front rank 
of the most popular branch of the 
amusement field—vaudeville. 

He is a thirty-second degree Mason 
of the Louisiana Consistory A. F. of M., 
is of Jerusalem Temple, Mystic Shrine, 
and a member of the B. P. O. E., all of 
which he joined during ‘his residence 
in New Orleans.

“AGENCY LAW DEFECTIVE 


Annual Report of Commissioner of Licenses Deals with Theatrical 


Employment Agency Situation—Agents Now Claiming to 
be Managers Alleged to be Violating the Law 


Commissioner of License Herman Robinson, in 
the annual report on the work of his office for 
the license year ending May 7, 1912, deals with 
the theatrical employment agency situation as 
follows: 

THEATRICAL AGENCY LAW DEFECTIVE. 

Theatrical employment agencies are super: 
vised by the Commissioner of Licenses. Ex 
perience of more than two years convinces him 
the law is so faulty in this respect that its 
application cannot satisfy anyone concerned. 
Originally it was drafted to regulate general 
employment agencies, such as intelligence of 
fices and labor bureaus, but later was added to 
and stretched so as to inelude theatrical 
agencies where conditivuns are different. 

Responsibility for that part of the law bear- 
ing on theatrical engagements rests on the or- 
ganization of vaudeville performers called the 
White Rats of America. This organization is 
wealthy and influential. Its directors drafted 
the law. Their purpose was to radically change 
conditions which had grown up between theatre 
managers and performers. Not being able to 
control the managers by legislation, they had 
an amendment to the law enacted which gov- 
erned the agents, But the agents, as such, 
could have no control Over managers or per 
formers; as go-betweens they coud not domin- 
ate the principals and the law therefore failed 
to do what it was thought it might do. 

The directors of the White Rats organiza- 
tion are not satisfied with the results but, the 
law being of their own making. they are un- 
willing to admit that the failure to change con 
ditions is due elther to the law itself, or to the 
peculiar features of the vaudeville business, 

No complaints of the law or its enforcement 
is heard from agents or actors in the dramatic 
field. It comes only from those now represent- 
ing vaudeville stage performers. Complaints 
are of two kinds. One is that performers have 
to pay more than the legal commissions for en- 
gagements and the other that they do not get 
“just and equitable’’ contracts. Here it should be 
said that all contracts made by agents between

On contracts the commissioner has followed 
the advice of the Corporation Counsel. When 
the last amendments to the present law became 
effectve the directors of the White Rats or- 
ganization insisted that the commissioner draft 
the form contract which should prevail and force 
it upon the agent, manager and perfurmer. The

The mother stiil continued to raise cain. The 
baby was laid on a piece of canvas in sight of 
the mother, showing apparently no life at alP 
until after about a half hour of rubbing and 
fumbling, when it slowly streched out, and im 
the course of an hour it had taken a little bit 
of brandy, mixed with water, sucking it from 
Allspaws’ finger, and stood unsteadily.

Sales Co. Animated Weekly to Furnish Reel and Insurance Bond to 
Prominent Persons Who Pose for Film—Idea is Unique 
and Should be Successful 


New York, May 11 (Special to The Billboard). 
—Now that the motion picture film has been 
accepted by school authorities as a medium of 
education and by pastors of advanced thought 
as a valuable adjunct to religious work, it 
is not surprising that modern enterprise has 
planned still another innovation in which the 
“magic film’’ is to play a most important part. 
This latest move on the part of film manu- 
facturers makes a decidedly strong appeal be- 
cause of its originality and the further fact 
that it will make it possible for future genera- 
tion to look upon the motion pictures vf the 
prominent men and women of the present 
while in their studies, in their offices or while 
engaged in any outdoor pastime in which they 
maye elect to bave the camera record their 


the management of The Animated 
Weekly has evolved a plan which may be 
summed up in the nature of an insurance pro- 
ject in which the film company binds itself to 
perform an unusual service to those who 
may feel disposed to enroll under the terms 
ef agreement. Thig is the plan in brief: 

The management of the Animated Weekly 
will furnish a bond of $5,000 to anyone who 
agrees to be photographed through the medium 
of the motion picture camera.

hibiton purposes. The film presented to the 
family or estate must not be projected in any 
publie place.

Mayor Gaynor 
Acts on Ordinance 


‘New York exhibitors were very much ex- 
alted last week over the interest shown by 
Mayor Gaynor in the proposed new ordinance 
regulating motion picture theatres of New York 
City. The bill is known as the Folk Ordinance, 
and provides for many things in the regulation 
of theatres which are not now provided for im 
the city statutes. 

The ordinance has been in the hands of @ 
subsidiary committee of the Board of Aldermem 
for some time, and from all indications, was 
slated to die there. Mayor Gaynor is powerless to 
act on the bill officially until it is presented te 
him, and being anxious to secure the much- 
needed legislation for the picture theatre own- 
ers. gave the committee a shaking up on the 


subject. 
The bill provides for the raising of the maxt- 
mum allowable attendance on picture shows from 
299 to 600 persons, and many other regulations 
purported to work to the good of the exhibitor 
and the securing of safety and comfort for the 
patrons of theatres. Many exhibitors claim 
they cannot conduct proper houses and offer 

class films with the limited attendance of 
people. On the other hand, the cost of a reg- 
ular theatre license which would permit of a 
larger attendance than 299 is so great that it 
eats up all the profits derived from the incre 
attendance. With 600 persons, the exhibitors 
claim they can give a perfectly safe show and 
take in sufficient proceeds to put on a first-class 
bill, 

Mayor Gaynnor’s efforts to get the bill through 
the Board of Aldermen and then before him are 
being highly appreciated by the exhibitors, 
and certainly by most of the public-spirited 
citizens, who are anxious to better the grade 
of picture shows existing in New York City.

Great Interest Centers in Shakespearean Memorial Festivals—Opera 
Season Opens—Ben Hur is Given at Drury Lane— Other 
Amusement News Gathered in the Metropolis 


One of the most important functions of the 
theatrical year, the Shakespeare Memorial 
Festival, was held this week at London and 
Stratford on Avon, The ceremonies, which had 
a religious as well a8 a social side, were largely 
supported by lovers of Shakespeare, but there 
seemed to be some @iminuation in the attend- 
ance of devotees from the other side of the 
Atlantic. An American gentieman, Mr. San- 
ford Saltus of New York, has shown his gen- 
erosity by promising to pay the $900 required 
for the completion of the Shakespeare Memor- 
ial in Southwark Cathedral. It was here and 
at Holy Trinity Church, Stratford on Avon, that 
the memorial services were held, The 
service at Southwark Cathedral was exception- 
ally beautiful and the hymns which were sung 
were especially composed by Canon Rawnsley 
and Mr. A. C, Benson for the occasion. The 
ceremonies at Stratford were as usual largely 
attended by chidren, and many thousands of 
flowers were plucked from the surrounding coun- 
try; thus testifying to the esteem in which

functions were a huge success. <A 
was given at the Holborn Res- 
tuarant by members of the Urban Club was the 
scene of the presentation to Mr. Fache, the 
honerable secretary, of a silver salver in appre- 
ciation of the services he had rendered to the 
club. It may be mentioned that this was the 
fifty-second annual Shakespearian Festival held 
by the club. Mrs. Benson on the day previous 
had, in the presence of many members of the 
Shakespeare Reading Club, placed a wreath over 
the memorial tablet which marks the spot where 
the Globe playhouse in Park Street, Borough, is 
supposed to have stood. 

At Stratford. a well-attended luncheon was 
held at the Town Hall and the Memorial The- 
atre was packed with enthusiastic audiences 
who witnessed the performances of The Tam- 
ing of the Shrew, The Merchant of Venice, 
Anthony and Cleopatra. Miss Irene Vanboreugh 
and Mr. Benson were present, but Mr. Bour- 
chier, whom everybody had hoped would play 
Petruchio in the Taming of the Shrew, had 
unfortunately to absent himself on business. 
The festivals were entirely successful and 
of the most enthusiastic character. Shakes- 
peare and his art seem to have sunk deeper than 
ever into the hearts of the public—a public 
composed not only of Americans and British 
but also of every other nation which has any 
claim to histronic appreciation. 


The other event which has hal)-marked the pass- 
ing week is the opening of the grand opera 
season in London. The management of Covent 
Garden and the London Opera House are in 
their element. If anything, the palms of suc- 
cess at any rate of the opening of the season 
should be given to Hammerstein's. where the 
brilliant stage management ensured an enthus- 
lastic debut. 

Covent Garden produced Carmen on the open- 
ing night with Mme. Tarquinia Tarquini and 
Signor Guiseppe Cellini in the principal parts. 
La Tosca and Das Rheingold were stagel on 
the following nights with Carmen to follow. 
The success of La Tosea has induced the man- 
agement to bill it again for Tuesday next. 

Mr. Hammerstein opened his season on Mon- 
day with Romeo and Juliet and Miss Felice 
Lyne and Mr. Orville Harrold in the name 
parts, Mignon was billed for Tuesday night 
and this was followed by La FPavorita. Alto- 
gether Londoners. or that section of them who 
have a taste for opera are well catered to, 
and we hope they will patronize the produc- 
tions at the London Opera House. Covent Gar- 
den may be and is at the present time the 
most fashionable operatic resort in town, but 
the support which Mr. Hammerstein has given

The stage management was perfect and the 
chariot racing, the Roman galleys and the 
shipwreck are the natural result of the ex- 
ceptional ability of Mr. Arthur Collins as a 
stage manager, Mr. Reginald Owen as Mes 
Sala, Mr, Alfred Bucklaw as Arrius and Mr. 
Charles Roak are exceptionally well acted 
parts, while Miss Ethel Warwick as Iras and 
Miss Jessie Winter as Esther prettily play the 
parts allotted to them. Altogether Ren Hur 
should prove a success

ANTI-MILITARIST PLAY. 

Mm. Alphonse Seche and Jules Bertaut are 
the authors of an anti-militarist play, which is 
at the same time a patriotic one. It is called 
Un Sans-Patrie (A Man Without a Country). 

When the curtain rises war has just been 
declared by France against Germany. The cry 
of “On to Berlin! On to Berlin!’ is being 
shouted by a patriotic mob. But a talented 
young engineer, Julien Rousseau, does not share 
the general enthusiasm, for he is a ‘San 
Patrie,’’ an anti-militarist. Sooner than sacri- 
fice his principles and join in the war, he leaves 
France for Switzerland where his wife is’ on 
a visit to her father. He finds himself an ob- 
ject of disdain on all sides; he has ‘‘run away”’ 
to keep from fighting; he is a coward; a de- 
serter in the time of war. Even his old father, 
just arrived from Neufchatel, joins in with 
the rest. despising the action of his son. 

Act Il turns the tables. The Germans have 
invaded Switzerland and the victorious French 
are immediately back of them. A party of 
German officers is quartered in Julien’s house 
and the sight of the spiked helmets is more 
than he can stand. In spite of his anti-mil- 


itarist ideas he desires ardently to help his 
country. More than ever he is angered when 
he discovers one of the Ublan officers attempting 
to make love to his (Julien’s) wife. The offi- 
cers, wishing to reconnoitre the neighborhood, 
ask Julien to drive them over it in his car.

‘There is a certain value 
to any two girls who can make just a pretense 
of doing something and it is to this that this 
pair can count upon enough booking to keep 
them from doing something else or going in the 
chorus,

Fay is without doubt one of the fun- 
nhiest of German comedians either in or out of 
burlesque and has a method of working that 
is all his own. In Clara Dougiass Rackett he 
has a colleague who is worthy in every par- 
ticular. Miss Rackett is a beauty, has any 
amount of magnetism, a good voice, and aside 
from being a cracker-jack butt for Fay’s com- 
edy, she is a comedienne of no little ability. 
As a vaudeville team Miss Rackett and Mr. 
Fay could put up an act that would soon place 
them in the front rank of the best vaudeville 
houses in the country. 

To Beulah Boynton is given a part that is no 
more suited to her than would be the part 
portrayed by Fay. As Mrs. Blatz she has noth- 
ing to do-and this she does in a Beulah Boyn 
ton way. Miss Boynton doesn’t shout a single 
coon song during the entire performance, This 
must have been a source of regret to any in 
the audience who knew Miss Boynton’s capa- 
bilities in that line. She seems to have dis 
earded this method of entertaining in favor of 
the ‘‘love me’’ class of songs. Not that she 
doesn’t please with this new departure. Quite 
the reverse. But if Miss Boynton only knew 
how much more she is appreciated in her old 
line she would stick to It. 

Al, Herman divided the comedy honors of the 
show with the principal comedian, being seen 
in the part of a negro servant. He was on 
the job at all times and while none too much 
comedy was alloted him he more than made 
good with his share.

SELLS-FLOTO IN FRISCO 


The Two Bit Show Spends Four Days in San Francisco and Turns 
Away Crowds at Every Performance—A Review of the 
Show and a Budget of Gossip 


San Francisco, May 7 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Four of the biggest days in the history 
of the Sells-Floto Circus were spent in San 
Francisco, from May 2 to May 5, inclusive and 
hundreds of people were turned away at every 
performance, with the exception of the first 
matinee, when they came within $93 of as much 
as on the whole first day of last year. All the 
chairs from the couk tent were put in use and 
at one or two performances straw was scat- 
tered along the edge of the arena, where the 
crowds were seated about four deep. The 
warmest weather of the season made its ap- 
pearance on the second day of their engage- 
ment and is still with us. The principal at- 
traction of the circus is the little native son 
elephant, which was born at Salinas, Cal., Sat 
urday, April 27. The little fellow makes his 
appearance at every performance and is pushed 
around in his big glass cage by his mothe-. 
This is the only baby elephant born in captivity 
that lived and the prospects, now, seem to be 
bright for a long and happy career for this. 
the greatest of circus attractions. 

Thursday at 11 o’clock the San Francisco en 
gagement was opened with A-No. 1 parade over 
two miles long and from then on until Sunday 
at midnight the lot at 12th and Market was 
the playground for the city and very few, if 
any, missed the opportunity of being ‘kids 
once more’? and of watching the clowns, and the 
ponies do their awe-inspiring stunts in the saw 
dust ring. 

About an hour before the grand processional 
the Sells-Floto Band, under the leadership of 
W. P. English, assisted by Karl L. King, gave 
a concert for the benefit of those who came early 
to visit the menagerie. Miss Lottie Rutherford. 
saxophone soloist, and the only lady with the 
band, makes her appearance at the concerts. 

The performance is opened with a grand pro- 
cessional spectacle in which every one takes 
part. It is led by Horace Webb, one of the 
clowns, in his own original hat-spinning drum- 
major stunt. The entire procession circles the 
big tep several times and then the show is on 
in earnest.

TIPS FROM A STAGE MANAGER, 
By Robert OC. Newman, 


When you get to the stage Monday morning 
make known who you are and you will be shown 
your dressing rvom. 

No, we do not attend to your baggage; that 
is up to yuu (unless otherwise requested). As- 
certain at the depot who hauls for the theatre 
where you are bovked, give him your cheques 
and any instructions necessary. 

If you are going into Canada and fail to have 
your effects and baggage examined and passed 
at the border, it will be sent through in bond 
to the place shown on the check. In bond 
meang that. it will be held at the customs 
rooms at the depot, pending examinatiun and 
wil! not be delivered until opened and examined 
by the customs officer, so take your keys with 
you. The same procedure is necessary returning 
to the United States. 

No, ‘‘in bond’’ does not mean that your trunk 
is bonded in and out, nv matter what may be 
told you to the contrary; you must submit it 
to customs inspection. When going in and 
coming out, stage managers do not control the 
customs nor do they make the laws. So kindly 
refrain from blaming them because you were 
not fully instructed in the last city. 

Don’t waste valuable time by saying that 
you won’t go on unless your trunk is pro- 
duced within an hour. You know you will go 
on so attend tv your own troubles—stage man- 
agers have troubles enough of their own 

Do not vent your spleen the moment you 
reach the stage on Monday morning, but wait 
’till after the first performance, when the ex- 
citement of making-ready is over. Then we 
may assist tu right your wrongs. 

The very best practice is the golden rule, 
civility costs nothing and will go a long way 
toward securing respect and admiration. 

Clear your conscience so as to be at peace 
with yourself, be cheerful and temperate in al¥ 
your actions. 

Stage managers, like yourself are human. 
The misfortunes of furtunes surrounding the cir- 
cumstances of our earlier lives should not per- 
mit us to display arrogance or to assume the 
attitude of a plutocrat. 

When you meet a man treat him as such; 
when you meet one who does nut appeal to you 
as a perfect man, try to educate him. Kind- 
ness in admonishing is good for its right an@ 
will work wonders toward reclaiming some poor 
unfortunate; try it. 

To take an undue advantage vf a fellow being 
because of his lack of knowledge, is cowardly 
and he or she who would practice it, is unfit 
to associate with honorable men and women. 

To attain beauty of mind and heart should 
actuate our every action, so that equality an@ 
justice may be the motto of our people, believing 
that no greater legacy can be left behind them, 
than the good we do for others. 

Ascertain the condition and circumstances of 
the earlier life of him or her whom you would 
say nasty things to, before your abuse; then con- 
sult your own early life and draw a comparison 
to see if kind advice and sympathy is not the 
proper remedy to apply. 

If you are of a nervons temperament, stop 
and think before you show temper. 

If your act does not receive the anplanse you 
think it deserves, don’t blame the orchestra: go 
te your dressing room content in the knowledge 
that you have done your full duty, for which 
you will surely receive your salary at the end 
of the week. Should you desire another rehearsal 
with the orchestra ask fur it and you can have 
it 


Stage managers should keep cool on Monday 
morning. Let them rave: pav no attention: if 
is only a binuff. You will find their act much 
inferior to those who greet you with, ‘‘Gvod 
morning: my name ig — ; where do I 
dress, please?’ 

Treat every act alike: do the very best you 
can for their comfort and to make it a pleasant 
week. This will heap coals of fire on the heads 
of those who allow their self-importance to rum 
away with their better judgment.

AMUSEMENT PARK NEWS 


Managers of Summer Resorts Rush Preparations for Coming Season 
—Extensive Alterations and Additional Amusement Devices 


Being Installed at Many Parks 


The Ocean Pier extends 1,000 feet over the 
ocean at Revere Beach, Mass., known as the 
Coney Island of New England. All attrac- 
tions are located in the beach house at the wa- 
ter end of the pier. The main portivun of the 
first floor ig utilized for the purpose of holding 
a bazaar, having small concessions on either 
side with passageway in the center to steam- 
boats which can land on either the end or side 
of the house.

NEW AMUSEMENT GAME, 


The latest thing in the line of amusement 
games is the ‘‘automatic base ball game,” a 
novelty of real merit. It is the production of 
J. A. Anslinger, of Cincinnati, O., inventor of 
several successful amusement devices. 

The interesting feature of this new device is 
the mechanical pitcher, dressed in regulation 
uniform, delivering the balls accurately across 
the plate. The pitcher bas a wind up or pitch 


ing motion which is controlled in the rear by 
a boy or young man who feeds the base balls 
into the mechanism and pulls a single lever. 
the number of balls that can be thrown over 
the plate is limited only by the speed of the 
operator who works the single lever, the rats 


averaging about 900 balls per hour. No motor 


or electricity is used. 

Each patron is served three balls for five 
cents. As each ball is over the ~late, the bat 
ter either is struck out after the third ball 
is thrown or he is credited with a_ single.

crowd in on his work in the hard course of bust- 
ness. The sure test of greatness is the ability 
to still be one’s self in spite of success, 
such a man is George C. Tilyou. 

Steeplechase Park has always been the first of 
the Coney Island parks to open, because the en- 
closed pavilion of fun defies bad weather con- 
ditions and also because there are so ma 
amusement devices under cover that they alone 
provide hours of diversion. It is greater and 
bigger than ever. Mr. Tilyou has outdone him- 
self this year and when all of his plans come 
to a fruition his resort will be unapproachable in 
magnitude of space, in its variety of amusement 
and in the unique devices that have made it 
the only place of its kind in the country. 

Hundreds of workmen have been employed for 
months in the changes, all of which add to its 
attractiveness. Over 7,000 square feet have 
been added to the 200,000 that make up the area 
of the pavilion. Only a few of the old favorites 
have, been retained and new twists have been 
addefi to these, so that practically everything 
will be new. The Surf Avenue entrance is em- 
bellished with colossal figures of medieval war- 
riors, mythological gods and goddesses, heads of 
herioc size that make an imposing picture. Vist- 
tors enter the park through an illusion palace, 
thirty-five feet high, in which they will find 
many surprises. A thousand lights add to 
the effects. From there they pass on to the 
pavilion or to the ball room, which also has been 
enlarged. The Bowery entrance has been com- 
pletely changed, a better view of the interior 
being obtainable and a direct passage to the 
pavilion, with intervening attractions, being 
afforded. 

At this entrance it is possible, too, to start 
on the famous Steeplechase ride which has been 
lengthened by S00 feet, making it one mile 
jong. There are eight tracks and its course now 
goes along the Surf Avenue side, with devious 
ways through the building. along the beach, 
with dips and new jumps all along the course. 
Last year’s ‘‘stage’’ has been amplified, the 
auditorium consisting of 500 seats. This was 
one of the funniest features of Steeplechase last 
year, but It is expected to be an even greater 
source of mirth this year, a big circus tent in 
which all visitors can join in the fun-making 
taking the place of the stage. 

A mammoth carouse] with novel features and 
gorgeous accoutrements make a fine center plece 
in the pavilion. There are three platforms, 
each going at a separate speed. It is equipped 
with 5,000 lights, reflecting mirrors and beau- 
tiful trappings, all of which add to 
spectacular effect. 

On the new beach there is a new pavilion, 
325x50 feet, high in the air and with an ua- 
obstructed view of the ocean and a play of the 
breeze. New bath houses have been added also. 
On the Surf Avenue a pool, 500x80 feet, is 
now being constructed. It will be the largest 
in the world and will supplement the great in- 
side tank. There is a graduated depth of from 
three to six feet. 

The lighting equipment without question is 
unparalled in any amusement resort in the 
world. Ten thousand tungsten lamps of various 
power are installed, and it is on the authority 
of electric light experts that this Is the great- 
est number contained in one place. Mr. Tilyou’s 
own electric lighting plant supplements the out- 
side supply. 

A hand-carved organ, imported from Germany, 
is another notable feature. It contains every 
instrument known to the orchestra, all oper- 
ated by electricity. Its ornamentation Is ex- 
quisite with thirty-two figures moving rbyth- 
mically with the tunes. Its repertoire extends 
to fifty pieces. It is massive, and in the sweet- 
nes and the grandeur of the tones, the German 
musical genius, combined with artistic and me 
chanical skill, is noteworthy. 

The grounds are made beautiful by the rose 
garden from which 100,000 roses were picked 
last year and presented to a hospital, and by 
the many new beds laid out here and there and 
in which $5,000 worth of flowering plans will 
be set ont.

Lack of Enthusiasm on Part of Individual Rink Managers Defers 
Progress in Formation of Rink Managers’ Association—The 


Week's Skating News as Seen

RINK MANAGERS FAIL TO RESPOND. 


In the previous issue of The Billboard 1 
published some of the important questions that 
would be necesary for us to know before we 
could go along with the Rink Managers’ Asso- 
ciation. The answers I have received are very 
few and not sufficient to supply me with the 
desired information needed for the benefit of the 
association. Now, it seems as though most of the 
managers expect everything to come right to 
them without putting themselves out in any 
way. We can’t get the proper start unless 
we know just how you all feel about it, and 
we can’t keep calling meetings, as the greater 
number of managers in this country can not get 
away to attend a meeting. So it is up to us 
to find out if possible just how you all feel 
. about the way the association ought to be 
conducted. If we were in pcessession of much 
of the information that was cailed for in the 
last issue of The Billboard, we would be able 
to decide upon a few of the things that are 
now hanging fire. We must know how many 
acts you can play a season. Whether single 
or double. What is the lowest and what is the 
highest you will pay. Your seating capacity. 
The size of your rink. Whether split or full 
weeks and all such questions that wil] assist us 
in forming our plans to go ahead, Now, I would 
earnestly request all of those who are inter 
ested in this association to correspond witr me 
and help me gets things started as soon as 
sible. There are many managers who will close 
their rinks for the sumemr months that can 
take the time and furnish me with the neces 
sary ‘nformation if they will only do so.

only that alone, but, the rinks that are built 
nowadays for the summer season, are built more 
beautifuly than those of the past. Nearly ev- 
ery park of any acount in the United States 
has a roller rink, many of them have dancing 
in connection, but the roller skating is the 
most preferred. The thousands of children that 
skate on the sidewalks and asphalt streets cud 
boulevards will be a great help to the rinking 
game in time. They learn on the sidewilks end 


then when they have skating down to a fine 
point, they hanker for the better class of 
skating as they grow older. Of course ttis 


class of skaters going into a rink and skating 
right at the start, will not help the instruc- 
tors to any great extent, still it means new 
skaters for the rinks. Many managers a year 
or SO ago, thought that they would soon see the 
end of the roller skating for at least until an 
other craze, as they termed it, started. Many 
of those managers are surprised to see the 
healthy conditions of roller skating at tle 
present time. The Wayne Garden Rink of De- 
troit, Mich., ran ahead of any year since the 
opening of the rink and promises to run ahead 
of this year with next year’s business. Man- 
ager E. M. Mooar, who managed the Coliseum 
Rink at Kansas City, Mo. this season, went 
there after the rink had been given up for lost 
and put the rink on a good paying basis before 
the season was at an end. Mr. H. W. English, 
manager of the Carnival Court Casiao, Puffelo, 
N. Y., went there to open up the rink two 
years ago, at which time he was teld that he 
was up against a bad proposition end was 
only going to throw his money away.

He was in 
every qualifying heat of the races held in 
Milwaukee, and in most every instance won 
his beat, but when it came to the semi-final, 
he would meet with an accident by hitting the 
corner blocks or take a bad spill in taking 
too big a chance. He skated well enough ip 
the races in Milwaukee to win a dozen cham- 
plonships. When he went on to the Detroit 
meet he decided he would win at all hazards, 
but here he met with the same luck, but suc- 
ceeded in getting the third places in both the 
international championships.

below 18% miles, the speed of these new 
champions can be appreciated.

| Treasury Agent, D. H. Davies. at Madison, 
Wis., and secure application blanks and other 
|data relating to the law in advance of their 
| co ming to Wisconsin. This step will facili- 
|tate their movements in Wisconsin and give 
them adequate protection at all times.

to beat it. Built by J. Calvin Brown, the 
American showman quoted further back, little 
attention was devoted to cuttipg costs. What- 


ever else one may hold against them, no one 
ean rightfully accuse Mr. Brown's backers of 
being stingy with him when be laid down the 
plans for the park. He sald when he stuck 
his first shovel in the ground: “I’m going to 
build the prettiest park in the world,’’ and he 
elmost kept bis word. If it isn’t actually the 
prettiest, it's pretty enough for anybody. 

This year Mr. Brown, as I have long since 
explained, is not managing the park. This, 
the second season, commenced April 4, with 
Messrs. Bernaise and Lehman as co-managing 
directors. The personnel on the lot, (with the 
exception of a few specialists in their line of 
business, like E. V. Tuttle, fur example, man- 
ager of the skating rink) is almost entirely 
French. 

The opening was an evening affair and by 
invitation only. Every guest of the manage 
ment was in full dress, the park attendants 
ditto. Over 20,000 people clicked in through 
the several turnstiles, On Easter Sunday, fol 
lowing the opening, another crowd of 20,000 

yple visited the park, this being a pay crowd.

reund numbers, 23,000 people. Since that day 
the number of admissions has averaged some- 
thing like 5.000 a day.

Corporation Counse] on the other hand, advised 
hin. he had no power to make a contract for 
others to obey but that he could examine it 
after it was made and if there was nothing in 
ft contrary to legal specfications he could ap- 
prove it. The controversy came down to this 
point: The directors of the White Rats or- 
ganization wanted a clause in contracts to the 
effect that if a performer was engaged far a 
stated period the theatre manager must pay him 
the salary for that period whether the per- 
formance satsfied him (the manager) or not. 
The theatre manager, on the other hand wished 
to have the right to cancel the  per- 
furmance or “‘act’’ if its trial did not satisfy 
him. The White Rats, therefore, wanted a 
“pay or play’’ contract. The performer him- 
self is willing to sign any contract that will 
geet him an engagement and the directors of 
hig organization have been unable to prevent 
him from doing so. In explaining this feature 
of the dispute it should be understood that 


the commissioner has no power over theatrical | 


Managers or performers. He 
the action of either principal. His. supervision 
affects only the agent and the agent says he 
cannot alter the manager’s contract. 

The performer, of course, has the remedy in 
his own hands; if he dislikes such a contract 


cannot regulate 


he can decline it. But although the White 
Rats organization, through the Board of Di- 
rectors, denounces these contracts, the individ- 


ual members willingly sign them. 


VAUDEVILLE ACTORS’ SALARIES. 

It is alleged that sume performers a@re pay- 
ing more than the five per cent of the salaries, 
the sum allowed by law, for obtaining vaude- 
ville engagements. The explanation as to why 
this can be done is that these performers have 
their own agents, known as business managers, 
who get bookings for them through the regular 


agents. Many performers are in a position tu 
employ these special agents because of the 
wages they earn The vaudeville performer 


requires little technical training. His earning 
capacity is due to his talent as a public enter- 
tainer and to the manner in which that talent 
appeals to the passing fancy of his audiences. 
There are vaudeville performers who get $2,500 
a week and there are struggling singers in 
moving picture houses and cheap vaudevile  the- 
atres who get only $2 a night. But the aver- 
age earnings of the majority of vaudeville per- 
formers are high. During the past license 
year the Commissioner of Licenses has approved 
104,000 contracts in all of which the salaries 
are specified. Omitting the extremes, those 
who are known as ‘‘stars’’ and those who strug- 
gle along in the moving picture places, the 
books of this office show that the average sal- 
ary of ‘‘single’’ performers is $80 a week; vf 
of ‘‘acts’’ requiring four or more performers, 
$250 a week. 

In order to get engagements paying such 
Salaries the performers themselves may be will- 
ing to pay as high as ten per cent in com- 
missions. If the agency business were abolished 
and the performer and manager dealt directly 
with one another the payment of commissions 
would be unnecessary but the wages of the per- 
former would undoubtedly be smaller. The in- 
dividual performer might not approve such a 
plan. He may prefer to be known as a man 
who gets $100 a week, although he pays out 
ten per cent of it, than one who gets $90 a week 
and seeks his own engagements. 

These conditions are solely applicable to the 
vaudeville business and could not, of course, 
apply to any other class of employment agencies 
under the jurisdiction of the Commissioner of 
Licenses. The payment of commissions was a 
greater hardship on the average performer dur- 
ing the past twelve months than it has been 
in several years, because the vaudeville stage 
was crowded and competition more keen. Mov- 
ing picture theatres are making extraordinary 
inroads on vaudeville. Many performers earning 
$20 weekly are without work. fn the smaller 
towns thronghout the country, where theatres 
hired dramatic performers through New York 
agencies, moving picture entertainments are now 
iven exclusively. The year was bad for the 
ess talented actors of both the vaudeville and 
@ramatic stage. About 100 small theatres which 
in New York City alone presented both moving 
pictures and vaudeville, have abandoned vaude- 
ville altogether.

He then applied to the Dis 
trict Attorney, who issued subpoenas for a 
number of performers but these either declined 
to tell anything about the payment of com 
missions or else gave such testimony as to 
cause the District Attorney to conclude that nv 
cases for violation of the employment agency 
law could be successfully prosecuted. 

The Board of Directors of the White Rats 
was responsible for the statement that the 
newly designated ‘‘managers’’ continued to be 


agents and were viviating the law. Several 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
White Rats (themselves performers) were 


among those subpoenaed by the District At 
torney but none of them gave evidence upon 
which a case could be presented in court. Up 
to the present neither the Commissioner vf 


Licenses nor the District Attorney has been 
able to get this evidence. 
Upon testimony from other sources three 


caseg of theatrical agents who conducted busi 
ness without being licensed were brought by 
the Commissioner of Licenses into the Court of 
Special Sessions. One defendant was discharged 
on his own recognizance; another because of in 
sufficient evidence and the third sentenced to 
thirty days in the city prison. 

The theatrical employment agency business 
has grown to large proportions in New York 
City. In addition tv the 104,000 contracts for 
separate performances which the Commissioner 
of Licenses has approved during the past twelve 
months, many other performers are engaged 
through two of the largest Western circuits 
which have agencies here: but as the latter do 
not charge commissions they are not under the 
employment agency law. 


BABY ELEPHANT BORN.

About & o'clock we took the baby elephant 
and put it in a box car, after heating the car 
with hot stones and oil stoves, and with one of 
the big elephants led Alice to the car with the 
baby, put her in and chained her, but she was 
no sooner in and chained and the other elephant 
taken away, then she raised such a fuss that 
the car was in danger of being destroyed, so 
we brought the big elephant back, led him into 
the car, got them both out and took Alice to 
the regular elephant car and no sooner was she 
in and chained than she flopped on her side and 
in five minutes was sound asleep. The probabi' 
ities are that the reason the animal went to 
sleep was that she was utterly exhausted, 

We got some water from a place called Bart- 
lett Springs. This water is sold in California 
and is put up in regular mineral bottles. It 
was heated to a temperature of seventy degrees, 
mixed with Borden’s condensed milk, some 
burnt flour and a very tiny bit of brandy and a 
nipple was used, such as horsemen use for colts. 
This was offered to the baby and it immediately 
began to suck, 

The next day Alice got on the lot at Mon 
terey, Cal. She was milked and gave a quart 
and a pint of milk that day. This milk was 
immediately poured into a bottle and put in a 
bucket of hot water at a temperature of about 
seventy degrees and taken to the car waere 
the baby was and offered to it, and the baby 
took to it as if Its life depended upon the get- 
ting of it. The next day a smaller quantity of 
milk was taken from the mother and so on 
until the third day and then she went dry 
Since that time and up to this writing, May §&. 
the baby has been fed on Bartlett Springs’ 
water, mixed with Borden’s Condensed Milk, 
burnt flour and strained rice water, and tele- 
grams just now received say that the baby 
elephant is fine and healthy. 

On April 29 the baby was put In a padded 
erate and taken to the menagerie tent at Oak- 
land, Cal., and from there into a big cage with 
some straw in it and given a big rubber bal! 
and it immediately began to play with the ball 
and has been on exhibition ever since. 

The prospects are that we will raise the baby 
elephant, barring accidents such as cold or 
other unforseen causes, because no signs of 
dysentery or distress are shown, but on the con- 
trary a healthy, spry youngster which is so full 
of life that we consider it perfectly safe to 
bring him from the car each day to the circns 
tent and into the big cage, and then into a 
little snake cage with glass sides, and have 
the mother elephant push him around the circus 
hippodrome tracks during the performance, 
the mother having a label on her side, ‘‘He» 
is my Baby,”’ while the band plays Emmett’s 
Lullaby and the audience shows its apprecia 
tion by cheers and applause. 

The baby weighs about 180 pounds and is 
3 feet long and 2 feet tall.
